very particular, efpecially as to Dr. M — ’/ definition of 

a plant. The Oratory books are 10 s. — Mr. Prefident 
fay’d, that he took the perfon hinted at under the name 
of Dr. M — to be one w T ho had publifhed a Lecture of 
Botany , about two years ago ; in which he had fcanda- 
loufly abufed feveral members of our Society, in his al- 
legorical definitions. That of a Plant in particular he 
always took to be levell’d at the charader of Mr. Orator ; 
and was glad that this lcarned gentleman had at length 

relolved 
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refolved to vindicate himfelf againft fo vile an abufe. By 
defining a Plant to be an organical body, continued the 
Prefident, he would infinuate, no doubt, that Mr. Ora- 
tor is a mere machine , ail ua ted only by a mechanical 
motion, as a watch or a clock is by brazen wheels : this 
is put pad all doubt by his adding, that it is deftitute of 
Jenje and fpontaneous motion- When he fatys it has a 
power of drawing nourijhment , he alludes to the profits 
which Mr. Orator once drew from the novelty and 
oddnefs of his undertaking. But had he flay’d ’till this 
time, before he publilhed that virulent pamphlet, he 
would have had no occafion for that envious piece of 
detraction, poor Mr. Orator being now fallen into a 
moll dangerous Atrophy. But what is moll evidently le- 
velled againft Mr. Orator is the coftclufion of this defi- 
nition, that it has a power of propagating itfelf by feed. 
Here, his character is evidently drawn, it being gene- 
rally thought, that his abilities this way have been very 
great i and that, by his great talents of Elocution and 
Action, he has frequently fowei the proper feed of an 
Orator in private hardens, long before he opened his 
public Nurfery in Lincoln’s-Inn Fields.

Haute’s Effjy on Satire. 

I N our Journal N° 58. of Feb. 1 1. we gave an a- 
bridgement of a curious pamphlet, intitled, A Trea - 
tife upon the modes, or a Farewell to French kicks , printed 
in 1715. The publication of which was very feafona- 
able, and had, no doubt, a great influence upon the 
minds of the difcerning few, into whofe hands it went, 
giving them a perfeft averfion to French modes in drefs, 
religion, and policy ; to which, in the preceding reign, ' 
the generality of the people had (hewn too great a 
fondr.efs. And as the publication of the whole at firft', 
was thus inftrumental in fecuring us from Popery and 
the Pretender : fo our re-publication of it in our Abridg- 
ment, has been thought to have had fome influence 
towards the conclufion of the late Treaty, without the 
participation of the French , and to have partly occa- 
sioned a fecond Farewell to French kicks And we 

hope that the difcovery of the author’s profeflion, will 
have another very good effefl, in giving the beau inonde 
a more favourable opinion of the gown ; when they are 
informed, that the only perfon who has written a 
\ Treatife upon modern fafbions, was a reverend divine, 
who was an eminent example of his own dodlrine, 
being as exaft in the practical part of drefs, as learned 
in the theory. — — — - And as the book is an evident 
proof that the author was a True Briton : fo in the Pre- 
face he has as evidently fliewed himfeif a True Church- 
man-, having therein drawn up the Cafe of two cele- 
brated fceptical members of our Society, with all the + 
accuracy and elegancy of a lawyer, in the following 

WO r ds. 

Cafe 
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Cafe of Anthony Collins Richard Tindal, 
Lawyer#. 

I T was very well faid by one to Anthony Col- 
lins, * Sir, if your legs were cut off, you would 
‘ write a book againft the ufe of lhoes and ft -ckings’ : 
for Anthony Collins is a man of incredible feif- 
love, and pronenefs to write ; and full of petulance, 
which fomewhat enlivens his writings, and many 
miftake for wit ; and remarkably incautious, and liable 
in his writings to expofe himlelf to his adverfaries. 

Richard Tindal is of a better underftanding than 
Anthony Collins; but as for learning he is not 
equal to him; for, without doubt, Anthony Collins 
has read fome book*. This Tindal had once pro- 
filed the Romiih religion ; but Popery beginning to 
decline in the nation, he changed to be a Proteftant in 
a very good time, before he was obliged to it by abfo- 
lute neceffity. And there being then a great emulation 
between the two contending parties, Popiih and Pro- 
teftant, he was admitted into the Church of Eng- 
land, without any aft of penance, or due tryal of his 
fincerity. 

Tindal being thus admitted into the Church of 
England, perfifted in a traiterous enmity to her, not- 
withilanding his pretended converfion. And therefore 
conceiving a good opinion of the writings of Antho- 
ny Collins (of which he was no competent judge; he 
often follicited and importuned Anthony Collins to 
make a book againft the Church of England ; and to 
engage Anthony Colli ns the more effeftually to 
comply with his propofal, he promifed to give him 
great affillance in compofing the faid book ; as particu- 
larly, that he would himfelf tranfcribe for him, and 
fend him all fuch paffages out of rare Englifh books in 
the library of Oxford, as he the faid Anthony Col- 
ons Ihould direft him to find out for him ; and that 
for the fame purpofe he would employ a friend to tran- 
feribe any Latin or Greek quotations for him. Which 
encouragement was very p’eafing to Anthony Col- 
l/ns 

% 

. * The L'oftor's true Chrift- may as well call him Ri- 
isn name was Matthew : but chard, 

“ c having renounced it. one 
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liss, (and Richard Tindal knew it well) who drf- 
fjr’d, above any honour in this life, to be mentioned as 
a famous writer in the Holland news-pip-rs. 

Moreover, the faid Richa d Tindal had fixed 
upon a maxim to be the foundation of the book, which 
teem’d in every particular refpeft to agree with the 
views of Anthony Collins, namely. That there is 
no Church wbatfoever upon the whole face of the earth, 
but what is anfwetable in juflice for the corruptions and 
whoredoms of the Church of Rome. 

Anthony Collins forefaw no other event from this 
maxim, (neither did he defire any other) than that if 
the book gained credit in the world, it might be a 
means to fettle infidelity upon a fure and lading bafis. 

And next to the fettling of infidelity, it was 

his chief defire, that fome part of the revenue of the 
Church, at leaft 500 1 per annum, might be afligned 
to him, as a reward of his great trouble in aiding and 
aflifling to pull the Church down. 

But this maxim. That all the Churches of the earth 
are anfwerable for the iniquities of the Church of Rome , 
is a (lock, whofe branches may have different bendings. 
For Ri; hard Tindal had quite another ufe to make 
of this maxim : his bufinefs with it was to reproach 
the Church of England for feparating from the Church 
of Rome ; and to infinuate, that we who are of any 
communion differing from the Church of Rome, are 
highly guilty of black and damnable herefy. For if all 
churches be equally corrupt, and there be no church 
in the world better and purer than the Church of 
Rome, then why fhould mankind feparate from her ? 
and why fhould there be fo many contefts in the world T 
for the hike of maintaining fome other church, which 
is not better or purer than the Church of Rome ? 

Thefeare the different views, upon which Antho- 
ny Collins and Richard Tindal proceeded to 
make a * book. But it appears that Anthony Col- 
lins was deluded by Richard Tindal, (and tell- 
clocks muft ever expeft the fame, when they join in 
confederacy with Jefuits : ) for I cannot tell whether 

Antho-

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Anthony Collins has made one convert by his 
book to infidelity ; I believe fcarce one : but the num- 
ber of the profely tes of Richard Tindal is incre- 
dible. 

This is the Cafe of Anthony Collins ; who, when 
I confider his felf-love, and want of caution, and felf- 
intereftednefs, I compare him to an inn-holder in South- 
wark, who writ under bis fign (but he has been curfl 
for it by many an honell man, who ran by in hafte, 
and yet could not forbear to read it) Pray, Sir , walk 
in, and drink a pot ; you'll be time enough where you art 
going.. 

This is the Cafe of Richard Tindal ; who, when 
I relied upon his fidelity and zeal towards the Church 
of Rome, notwithfhrnding his pretended converfion, I 
compare him to a farmer’s dog, that watched the ford 
very well for many nights, preferving it from other 
dogs, and foxes, and vermin. But at length there 
came a thief to the place, in queft of fonie booty, to 
whom this dog had formerly belonged. It is impoffible 
to conceive the joy 6f the cur at the approach of his 
former mailer: he growled with pleafure when he 
fmelt him coming; he fawn’d on him; he mark’d 
out the beft of the flock, and help’d to catch them, 
biting their legs, and tearing their throats; fo that it 
is thought that he went away from the thief on pur- 
pofetodo this mifehief. 

But if Richard Tindal be confidered as having 
perverted the good people of the realm, contrary to 
their will and expedation, to treafon and popery ; 
looking upon Richard Ti ndal in that view, I liken 
h.m to an evil fpirit that fat upon a fiddle-firing, and 
by the found of it got young maidens with child, who 
afterwards wondered what was the matter. 

Lailly, But what if we confider both of them as ce- 
mented in confederacy, by the maxim wltich was the 
foundation of their book ? Why, in that cafe, they are 
like a tnan that writ his epitaph upon a plank, and 
then went and drowned himlelf. This plank was car- 
ried by the feveral courfes of the wind to many places ; 
it was feen upon the coafls of Madagafcar ; at another 
hoe you might have read the infeription at the foot

of the Penamunder-fort ; at another time this plank 
lay in the froft for about eleven months, fome twenty 
miles beyond Schetland : but wherever it was blown, 
or wherever it flay’d, you were ftill told by the epi~ 
t taph, Here lies Francis Bcafon. 

We have heard no objection made to the truth of 
this cafe with refpeft to Mr. Collins, who is now 
dead. But as to Dr, Tinbal it is objedled, that it is 
not at all probable, that a Papift fliould write in de- 
fence of Deifm ; which this gentleman is generally 
fay’d to have done, being the reputed author of a large 
admirable book in 4 :0 intitlcd, Chrijiianity as old as the 

Creation, &’c. But to this it is anfwered, that it 

is above fifteen years ago, that this Cafe was drawn 
up, and that a perfon who was a Papilt then, may te a 
Dcilt now : according to the observation of Horace, 
Dum vitant ftulti vitia, in contraries turrunt. 

Where it is to be wifhed, for the fake of fome of our 
learred members, that the poet had put docii, inflead 
of Jlulti, the verfe and fenfe being equally good with 

this alteration'. And as to the two extreams of 

Deifm and Popery in particular, a very * eminent au- 
thor, who was converted by the late Archfcifhop of 
Cambray, and wrote his Life , gives us an account 
therein of the arguments which the Archbiljiop ufed ; 
which tend to fhew, that there is no medium between 
Popery and Deifm. And if fo, it is not more impro- 
bable, that the learned Dtdlor fhould be converted to 
the latter, than the learned Chevalier to the former.

40 years, within the liberties of Wellminfler, and you 
may imagine, I now know what’s what, from the 
cufhion to the bellfry; but we inferior members of 
the band mult only fpeak in part, and are obliged to 
fee, %s it were through a glafs, darkly. I chooie, Sir, 
to addrefs myfelf to you, becaufe the two great authors 
with whom I am moft converfant, MefT. Sternhold 
aid Hopkins, were true members of ycur Society, 
and loved the inditing of a good matter. I know you fel- 
dom meddle with political affairs; but I hope you’ll 
vouchfafe a mere parochial fubjedl a place in your Pa- 
per. The truth is, the ways of our modern "veftry- 
men want to be cleanfed ; and when I Slew you the 
fil h, if you confent thereunto, verily you’ll be as dirty 
as they. In the parifh where I ierve, the veJJry is 
coinpofedof thirty feledl members, befides the redtor, 
and two vehry jufliees of* the peace : by this quorum 
(as we call them.) the parifh rates are affeffed; and the 
accounts adjufled by the two jullices. I mull likewife 
tell you, thefe gentlemen have the fteadinefs not to 
defert their calling, but keep as conftantly their place 
for life, as the rev. redlor : when a member dies, the 
vacancy is filled up by the furviviog fraternity. Their 
proceedipgs are generally in fecret, but I happened 
not long ago to get a view of the overleers annual 
colledlion, and a sketch of an account Hated thus by 
the veilry.

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I am not much skilled in arithmetic, tho’ pretty well 
acquainted with parilh expences, and the ufual annual 
disburfements ; the Ditto extraordinary , which is near 
one half of the whole colleftion, is (I doubt) not the 
lot of the poor, but rather of the rich. 

I mult confefs, men of honour and fortune are 
often cholen to grace the veltry catalogue ; but the ail- 
ing members are generally tradef-men, who, you may 
imagine, would hardly neglefl their affairs at home, to 

devote themfelves gratis to the parochial bufinefs . 

I heard a lawyer fay, that there is no ail of Parlia- 
ment which direfls a fcleil fett of veftry-men, or par- 
ticular veftry jullices. It was originally thought an 
office of expence and trouble, and fuch as every pa- 
rifhioner ought to bear in his turn, for the public fer- 
vice. But when men officioufly feek it, and never 
care to quit it, it is natural to fufpedl they don’t under- 
take it for the fake of the trouble, but for the fake of 
the dividend. So thefe are the gentlemen, who, under 
the title of Ditto extraordinary, part the raiment of 
the poor among them, and yet mull needs be called the 
Dons of the*parifh. Were the vellries annually chan- 
ged, honeller meafures might be expcfled. The power 
of laying a difcretionary tax is too great a trull to be 
conftantly fixed in the fame community, accountable * 
in effefl only to themfelves, or their own two julli- 
ces . whole eyes are apt to be foon fwelled with parilh 
fatnefs, and are rendered incapable of feeing any errors. 
New veftry-meu would not fo eafily know how to 
palliate the deceit, nor fo readily agree upon fraudu- 
lent meafures. New comers would rather ftrive to 

exceed the old ones in eafing their fellow parifhioners, 
and better applying the Hated alTefTments. The change 
would at lealt produce this effetfl, that the falhionable 
fpoil would circulate ; and each man in his turn might 
repay himfelf his lhare in the pall extortions, I hear 
the pbor houfe- keeper often grumble about taxes, taxes', 
when that exceffivenefs of the parilh rates is a 11 he 
feels or knows of the matter. Ilhall.foon lay be- 

fore you a clearer Hate of their evil doings, and hope 
at length to bring to lhamc tbeje workers of iniquity,

A Defcription e/" the fine monument ereHed in Weft- 

mi after-abbey to the memory of the famous Sir Isaac 

Newton. 

On a pedeftal is placed a fareophagus (of ftone coffin) 
upon the front of which are boys in bajfo-relievo, with 
inftruments in their hands, denoting his feveral difco- 
veries : viz. one with a prifm, on which principally 
his admirable book of light and colours is founded ; 
another with a reflecting telefeope, whofe great advan- 
tages are now fo well known ; another boy is weighing 
the fun and planets with a flcel-yard, the fun being 
near the center on one fide, and the planets on the o- 
ther, alluding to a celebrated propofition in his Prist- 
fipiai another is bufy about a furnace, and two others 
(near him) are loaded with money, as newly coined, 
intimating his office in the Mint . — On the fareophagus 
his own figure is placed, in a cumbent pofture, his 
* elbow Telling on the feveral incomparable books written 
by him ; two boys Hand before him with a fcroll, on 
which is drawn a remarkable diagram relating to the 
folar fyflem 3 and over that a converging feries, an in- 
vention which fhews the utmoft ftretch of human un- 
derftanding. — Behind the fareophagus is a pyramids 
from the middle of it a globe arifes in mezzo-relievo , 
on which feveral of the conftellations are drawn in 
order to fhew the path of the comet in 1681, w^ofe 
period he has with the grCateft fagacity determined ; 
and alfo the pofition of the folflitial colure mentioned 
by Hipparchvs, by which (in his Chronology) he 
has fixed the time of the Argonautic expedition. -- 
On the globe fits the figure of Aftronomy weeping, 
with a feeptre in her hand (as Queen of the Sciences) 
amd a ftar over her head on the pyramid. Post-Boy.

H A V I N G in our laft Journal given the public 
the Cafe of two illuftrious ornaments of our So- 
ciety, Mr. Collins and Dr. Tindal, written by a 
learned Divine j we thought nothing could immediately • 
follow it more properly, than the Cafe of another more 
illuftrious member, the rev. Mr. John Henley. This 
Cafe isintitlcd, A Narrative by Mr. Welstede; and 
is written with fo much elegancy, modefty, and can; 
dour, that it will certainly be very acceptable to our 
leaders in an Abridgment, who may not have had an 
opportunity of feeing it at full length, in the Oratory 
Tranfaftions, N° I. in which it was publifhed by a 
gentleman of great impartiality, who could not but 
know the truth or falfehood of every particular. 

The rev. Mr. John Henley was born at Mel- 
ton Mowbray in the county of Leicelter, Aug 3, 
1692. His father, the reverend Mr. Simon Henley 
is, and his grandfather, by his mother’s fide (John. 
Dowel, M. A.) was, vicar of that parifh. (1) — ’The 

Clergy 
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Clergy were then more ftudious and learned in gener 3 ^ 

than has fince been obferved. His grandfather, bT 

his father’s fide, John Henley, M. A. was likewife 
a c!ergy-man, reflor of Salmonby and Thetford in 
Lincolnlhire. He was educated among the Difleaters^ 
and conform’d at the Reftorat-ion. Pag. i, 2. 

Mr. J. Henley was bred up firft in the free-fchool 
of Melton, under Mr. Daffy, a diligent and expert 
grammarian : His paflioa for learning, his delire of 
excelling others, and his unwearied attachment to 
ftudy, Ihewed themfelves in him very early, frnd have 

been the principles of his life. From that fchool he 

was removed to that of Okeham in Rutland, where, 
under Mr. Wricht, eminent for his command of the 
Greek and Hebrew tongues, he Hill improved : There 
he was led by his genius to cultivate the graces of En« 
glifh and Latin poetry ; the Earl of Nottingham often 
declared his approbation of his juvenile performances : 
There never was occafion to make ufe of feverity, or 
impofe any task upon him ; (2) his maxim and refolu- 
tion teas always to be the firli of his clafs, and captain 
of the fchool. He likewife made fcveral exercifes in 
the Hebrew tongue. P. 2, 3. 

He was hence tranflated about the age of 17 to St. 
John’s college in Cambridge ; where, on his examina- 
tion by Dr. Gower, then mailer, Dr. Lambert, 
Dr. Edmundjon, and others, he was particularly ap- 
prov’d. He began here to be uneafy ; he (3) 

was impatient, that fyllems of all forts were put into 
his hands, and that he incurred the danger of lofing 
his interell, as -well as incurring the fcandai of hetero- 
doxy, if (as his genius led him) he freely dilputed all 
Proportions, &c. He was always impatient under thefe 
fetters of the free-born mind, and privately refolv'd 
jome time , or other , to enter his protell againlt any 
perfon’s being bred like a Have, who is bom an Englilh- 

man. —Here he obferv’d likewife, that the fpace 

of four years was employ'd, on the forming of luch 
qualifications, as might be maiter'd to more perfe&ion 

in a fourth part of the time. He pall his exercifes 

here, and his examination for’ the degree of Batchelor 

C 3 of 
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of Arts, with the particular approbation of Mr. Field, 

Mr. Smales, and the mafter of the college 

He. likewife found it a great defe£t, that tho’ he was 
brought tip for a clergy-men, he was not i nil rutted to 
preach, or pray, or read prayers, or fpeak, or catechife, 
or confer, or refolve a cafe of confcience, or under- 
Hand the Scriptures, or form any natural and clear 
idea of the Chriftian religion. P. 4. He determin’d 
there fometime to lay a foundation for removing fuch 
a complaint, that men may be educated for their pro- 
per bufinefs, and not be under the greateft difad - 
vantages in that ftation, where they ought to be the 
molt excellent. P. 5. 

After he had commenc’d Batchelor of Arts, he was 
Brft defir ’d by the Trullees of the fchool in Melton to 
sffill in, and then to take the dire&ion of that fchool ; 
which he encreas’d and rais’d from a declining to a 
flouriihing condition. He eftablilh’d here a practice 
of improving Elocution by the publick fpeaking of paf- 
fages in the Claflicks, morning and afternoon, as well as 

Orations, See. Here he was invited by a letter 

from the rev. Mr. New come, to be s candidate for 
a fellowfhip in St. John’s ; but as he had long been 
abfent, and therefore leffen’d his perfonal interell, he 
declin’d appearing for it. Here likewife he began his 
Vniverjal Grammar, and finifh’d ten languages, with 
Differtations prefix’d, as the moll; ready introduction 
to any tongue whatever. Ibid. 

(4) In the beginning of this interval he wrote his 
Poem on Esther, which was approv’d by the Town, 
and well receiv’d : On the occafion of his Grammars , 
Dr. Hu tchinson wrote him the following Letter; 
{all thefe being on the fubjett of his Writings, it can 
neither be an offence, nor an injury to publiftv them.) 


He was ordain’d a deacon by Dr. Wake, then 
bilhop of Lincoln ; and after having taken his degree 
of Mafter of Arts, was admitted, to prieft’s orders by 
Dr. G bson his fucceffor in that fee: (5) The examina- 
tion for orders was very fhort and fuperiicial, and 
by his account of the qualifications it Is not necejfery 

to 
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conform to the Cbriftian religion, in order to the 
deaconfhip or the priefthood ; but to fubferibe (whether 
you have fludy’d the matter, or believe it, or no) to 
the fyftem of the Church. P. 10, n. 

(6) He form’d an early refolution to improve himfelf 
in all the advantages of books and converfation the moft 
effeftually, on the firft opportunity,, at London. But 
he laid the bafis of future proficiency in affifting at the 
curacy of his native town ; where he preached many 
occafional fermons, particularly one at the Afiizes at 
Leiceftcr : He then gave a voluntary warning for the 
choice of a new mafter and curate, and came to Town 
recommended by above 30 letters from the moft con- 
fiderablc men in the country, both of the clergy and 
laity, but againfl the inclination of his neighbours, and 
his fchool, which was now as from his firft entrance 
upon it, ftill advancing: and his method being efta- 
blifh’d and approv’d, one of his own fcholars was 
appointed to fucceed him. P. 11, 12. 

In Town, he publifh’d ftveral Pieces, as a Tranfla- 
tion of Pliny’s Epijiles, of fevertil Works of Abbe' 
Vertot, of Mont fau con’s Italian Travels in Folio, 
and many other Lucubrations : His moft generous pa- 
tron was the Earl of Macclesfield, who gave him 
a benefice in the country, the value of which to a re- 
fident would have been above 80 1. a year ; he had 
likewife a lecture in the city ; and preach'd more Cha. 
rity-fertnons about Town, was more numeroujly followed , 
and raifed more for the poor children, than any other 
preacher, however dignify’d or diftinguifh’d : This 
popularity, with his enterprizing fpirit, and introdu- 
cing regular aftion into the pulpit, were the true caufes, 
why fome obftrudled his rifmg in Town, from envy, 
jealoufy, and a difrelifh of thofe who are not qualify ’d 
to be compleat fpaniels. P. 12. For there was no ob- 
jeftion to his being tofs’d into a country-benefice by 
the way of the fea, as far as Galilee of the Gentiles ; 
(like a pendulum (winging one way as far as the other ) 
Two prefent Convocation-men, Mr. Ellis and Mr. 
Barnard, with Dr. Pearce vicar of S. Martin’s, fign'd 
his credentials. He was employ’d as an afliftant preach- 
er by Dr. Bu f.scouch, now a bifhop, by many who arc 

of 
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of the firft rank in the Church, and the late celebrated 
Lord Molesworth prefented him with afcarf, as his 
chaplain. (7) But when he prefs’d bis defire \ and promife 
from a great man of being fix’d in Town, it pafs’d 
in the negative. He took the people too much from 
their parifh-churches ; and as he was not fo proper for 
a London Divine (in the fpeech, not the fentiments of 
one who had engaged to place him there) he was very 
welcome, notwithftanding all difficulties, to be a rural 
pallor. — But it was not for a fecond juftication, that he 
left ^8) the fields and the fwainsof Arcadia to vifit the 
great city : and as he knew it was as lawful to take a 
Licence from the King and Parliament, at Hicks's Ha!l % 
as at Dover's Commons (fince the minifteria! power* 
of this kingdom are and ought to be parliamentary 
only) he freely, without compulfion, or being defir’d, 
or capable of being compeU’d to refide in the coun- 
try, gave up his benefice and ledlure, certainties for 
an uncertainty, believing the publick would be a more 
hofpitable proteilor of learning and fcience, than fome 
of the upper world in his own order. P. 13, 14. 

That he fhould have the afifiurance to frame a Plan, 
which no mortal ever thought of ; that he fhould fin- 
gly execute what would fprain a dozen of modern 
DoSlors of tie tribe of IJfachar ; that he fhould have 
fuccefs againll all oppofition ; challenge his adverfaries 
to fair deputations, without any offering to difpute with 
him } write, read and ftudy twelve hours a day, and 
yet appear as untouchM by the yoke, as if he never 
wore it ; (9) compofe three Differtations each week, 
on all fubje&s, however uncommon, treated in all lights 
and manners by himfelf, without affiflance, as fome 
wou'd detratt from him; teach in one year , what 
fchools and univerfities teach in Jive ; offer to learn 
to fpeak and to read; not be terrify ’d by ca- 
bals, or menaces, or infults, or the grave nonfenfe 
of one, or the frothy fatyr of another ; that he 
■fhould ftiil proceed ar.d mature this bold fcheme, 

and put the Ch and all that, in danger ; — This 

man muft be a a a a - &c. P. 15. 

(10) The gaieties of youth and converjation are often 
ab cffedl <xf vivacity and fire, which is corre&ed by years 

and 
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and. experience ; (i i) St. Athanafius, St Auguflin, St- 
Ambrofe, Euftathius, Luther, Calvin, numbers of grave 
bifhops, and weighty men have been charg’d with 
them, ( t z) but the Jim of the elder Clergy would fill 
more volumes than thofc of the younger, or than their 
own good works ; and tcclefiaftical gallantry would be, 
perhaps, the moll copious topic of ecclefiaftical hiilory. 
— (13) Mr. Henley has given in his youth more de- 
monjlrations to the publick of his induftry and defire to 
improve himfelf and the world, (in proportion to his 
years and opportunities.) than all his antagonijls put 
together. P. 16. 

His difcourfes are clear, full, and diverfify’d accord- 
ing to his fubjeft. His Academical and Theological Lec- 
tures are a rigorous enquiry into the truth of the 
queflion propos’d, to inform and convince ; his Ser- 
mons and Orations are more rhetorical and perfuafive\ 
his fpeaking is peculiar to himfelf , and natural. P. 17*

(10) * The gaieties of youth. See .’ What are thefe 
gaieties of youth, do they comprehend adultery as 
well as fornication. See. ? 

(11) ‘St. Athanafius, &c.* Were the great men 
here mentioned ever proved guilty, as well as charged 
with thefe gaieties’, or was their guilt fo notorious, 
like fome modern inflances, as to need no proof ? 

(12) ‘ But the fins of the elder Clergy would .... 

* and ecclefiallical gallantry would be, &c.’ If by fins 
are to be underftood fins in general, this affertion can- 
not polfibly be true, unlefe, in order to make the fins

Y OUR weekly Lucubrations, I allure you, are 
not confined to your own Saxons, ; but have ex- 
tended even to us ancient Britons. 1 read you careful- 
ly over every week ; and do not a little wonder, that 
you have hitherto paid no tribute to our Antiquities: 
Your Scotch Letter in laft Thurfday’s Paper was, I 
date lay, very entertaining to as many of your readers 
as could underlland it. I mull own my felf however 
to be one of thofe who could not. I imagine it will 
not be difagreeable to your learned Society, if I fend 
them a little Wellh ; which I promile to make more 
intelligible than the Scotch, which you thought fit to 
publilh.' 

You know perhaps, that the late learned Dr. Wot.’ 
to retired into our countre/, in the latter part of 
his life,- to learn our language, and ftudy our antiqui- 
ties.’ He had colleffed the Laws of our good King ; 
Hoct , 1 and fome of our other princes, into one body, 
with an intent to publilh them: the doing which was

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prevented by his death. The book however was brought

good, Mr. Bav vs. to confider the noble fimplicity 
of our manners, near eight hundred years ago ; as you 
may gather from the laws contained in the book, of 
which I am fpeaking. * 

One of the chief officers in the King’s court was the -» 
fraedjawg , or foot-fcratcher ; whofe employment it 
was to hold the King’s feet in his lap, from dinner till 
bed-time, and fcratch him Efe a ddyly ddaly traed-y 
Brenin yn ei arffei t'r pan ddecbreuo eifdedd yn ei gy- 
feddacb yrt y el t gyfgu , ac a ddyly go ft y Brenin Lib. I. 
C. 37. The fame cuftom was certainly ufed in Scot- 
land ; which occafioned King James I. to fay, that 
* feratching for the itch was too great a pleafure for a 
‘ fubjett.’ 

The third officer in dignity was the Maer Biftuail, 
or yeoman of the cow-dung, who looked after the 
King’s cattle, and had the honour of Beeping in the 
buttery. C. 38. 

The fifth honour was given to .the Portbawr, or 
porter : who had the milt and gut of every animal 
that was killed for the ufe of the kitchen, as a perqui- 
fite. He was allowed alfo what was left of the King’s 
toafted cheefe. Ac a ddyly Gadit y Cazvs a boppo. C. 40. 
Cheefe was always efteemed a very great dainty in our 
countrey, ns appears by the value fet upon a cat. Lib. 
III. C. 5r\TThis animal, as foon as it was able to catch 
mice, was valued at four pence, the full price of a 
goat. Care was taken by our good King, that this price 
fhculd not.be raiftd ; and he is very particular in de- 
feribing the qualities requifite in a good cat: Ihe muft" 
have good ears, eyes, teeth, claws and tail ; be a good 
moufer ; and not eat her kittens. If any one fhould 
kill the cat that looked after the King’s barn, a very 
extraordinary fine was laid upon him. The cat was 

• 1 
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hung op by the tail, with her head touching a plain 
even floor, and then wheat was heap’d about her, up 
to the tip of her tail. This quantity of wheat was the 
fine laid upon him who had committed fo great a 
crime. The porter was employed alfo to procure 
draw for the King’s bed. This was an office of fome 
trouble ; becaufe the delicacy of that ancient monarch 
was fo great, that he conftantly had clean llraw every 
night. ' 

The palace of his majedy feems to have been about 
equal in magnificence to that of Evander, defcribed in 
the 8th book of the jEneid. It was thatched, and fuflain- 
'ed by fix columns, or perhaps rather polls. The penalty 
of burning or cutting down one of thefe columns, was 
40 pence. The roof was valued at 80 pence. The pa- 
lace of a nobleman was valued at half the price of the 
King’s. Thefe palaces, we may reafonabfy fuppofe, 
were moveable ; which manner is dill retained among 
the American Indians : which is a good argument to 
fhew, that thefe are derived from our ancedors, not- 
withftanding the author of Hudibras endeavours to ri^ 
dicule this opinion in Part I. Canto 2. 

The Editor has dedicated his book to his Royal 
Highnefs the Prince of Wales : which, no doubt, was 
very proper. But I could wiffi he had not compli- 
mented his patron at the expence of our countrey. 
For, he fays, this body of laws is derived from the 
Saxons.

W HEN in my late ElTay upon Impuaence (ad- \ 
drels’d to you) | confiituted Mr. J^njly the 

heroc 
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heroe of my work ; t thought I did him honour, tho* 

I made him no compliment : the character being his un- 
doubted right, in point of flritt juftict. But, to my 
great fujprize, I perceive Jid takes it ill : I am forry 
too, th«gn innocent Gentietnati fhouid fufFer upon my 
account, as being the fuppofed writer of that Letter. 

I fhouid hive fet my name to it, but that I was hinder- 
ed by a fentimentj with which Mr. Henly is happily 

unacquainted, I mean Jhatnt. He will triumph, I 

know; and fay, I wasafhamed of what I wrote. Alas! 

I own it, to my no fmall mortification. For tho’ my 
rtafon and experience tell me, that Impudence is the no- 
bleft and moft gainful of talents, and fo I ought to be (as 
he is) afham’d of nothing ; yet by an unfortunate tem- 
per, and the prejudices of education, I am troubled with 
that fheepifh vice, Madefy : and, in confequence of 
It, fhouid be heartily ajham'd of being thought to 
have had any thing to do with fo ridiculous and contemp- 
tible a creature. Thefe, I fay, are the notions, this the 
language diftated to me by that crofs-grain’d untoward 
turn of mind, under w hich I labour ; but I retraft both, 
with floame again, that wicked quality which always 
haunts me ; I recall thole paw words, and fubftitute he- 
roe in the room of them, as I faid before. As matters 
ftand in reafon, at leaft in fall, why fhouid he be rngry 
with me for what ] faid in his praife ? Is it not true, 
that in the affairs of the world, Impudence ih eonjuno 
tion with its infeparable companions, Wortbleffnefs and 
Pride, is in a manner every thing ? Is it not this which 
does one's bufinefs effectually ; and is almoft the only re- 
commendation to preferment ? Then for Mr. Hen- 

it’s right to this cha rafter ; is it not as abfurd for him 
to difown it- as h would be to difown his name , or his 
venl being ? IT there be one mortal only, that knows 
him, and does not agree with me in proclaiming him 
the eldefi fon of effrontery ; I will beg his pardon under 
my hand, in all the publick Papers, from the higheft to 
the loweft, from the bell to the worii, from Fog and the 
Craftfman down to the Hyp-Dottor. Was that fteddy 
face of his, that goodly bronze, that more than Englijh , 
or Welch copper, in his dun and dusky countenance, 
given him for nothing? Is not the moft tonfummate Im- 

E 2 pudenct 
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fudencg exerted in ail his words, attions, and geftures, 
and diffufed ever his whole perfon? Could any thing 
hut the height of impudence make him promife to per- 
form ijnpoffibilities ; engage in attempts perfettly fhock- 
fog to human nature ; pretend to corredt the whole 
learned world, proving them to be all in. the wrong, and 
bimfelf alone in the right ; to teach oratory, poetry, 
and all the Belles Let tree, without having the lead gen if 
V* for them, or tafle of them ; to make his own fingle 

S erfon an academy of all arts and fcieqces, without un- 
erllanding any t Hts medals, which, tho’ of three dif* 
ferent metals, are all brajs ; and thofe moduli mottos of 
his, Ad fumma, and Aut inveniam via * , aut faciam, are 
other illudrious proofs of this truth. As are his Primi- 
tive Liturgy, (as he calls it) made up of incoherent jar- 
gon-, his unparallell’d profanation of facred things, by 
his monltrous jumble of divinity and buffoonery, of 9 
church and a farce. houfe, of a Bartbalomew-im booth 
and the facrament j his church of England gown in a 
meeting- houfe tub ; bis weekly advertifements, {fitting 
forth the arguments or contents of his frantick harangues, 
in language mare mad than any in Bedlam • his libelr 
ling the g rested men of the age by name ; his throwing 
down his gauntlet, and challenging all manner of perfons, 
fifpecially the clergy, to iifpite with him. publvckly in 
what he calls his Oratory ; and having the folly to fup# 
pofe, that any body but himfelf could be fcandalou* 
enough to appear there : I mean as a fpeaker; tho’, to 
the reproach and difgrace of our country, I underhand 
fome nave appeared there as auditors. Even the vene- 
rable fathers of our church, the right reverend the Bir 
Jbops, have been thus challenged by him. I wonder he 
did not at the fame time dgnify his pleafure, whether 
their lordfliips fhould attend his Oratory in their black 
gowns, or in their lawn. His Oratory-tranfaBions, he 
very gravely acquaints us, are not to be had for lefs than 
ten {hillings ; when no body in his wits would give ten 
farthings for all he ever wrote. I have hitherto confi- 
der'd him only in his Oratory capacity, omitting his 

E anks at Cambridge, and elfewhere ; his tranfaBions with 
s own— «—and with other feoflo's. 

But hi* Grammars (antecedent to his Oratory ) mud bjr

all means be a little taken notice of ( that we may fee 
how * Compleat a Linguift he is, and produce one argu* 
ment more to prove, that his title to the palm of effron- 
tery is unqueftionable. Soon after they were publilhed, 
going to fee a friend, I obferved a book lying upon his 
table, with fome marginal notes of his writing. Thefe 
were upon Henly’s Italian and French Grammars. 
And feeing fuch words as thefe. Unheard of impudence. 
———-This is a moft ignorant and impudent fellow. 

Monjirous / Was there ever fuch ignorance f 

8cc. I ask’d my friend what he meant by all this ? He 
told me, he had juft look’d into thofe two Grammars , 
not doubting but (however ufelefs they were) the man 
underfood the languages of which he wrote Grammars : 
but finding, to his aftonifhment, that the cafe was quite 
otherwile, he" could not forbear exprefling his juf indig- 
nation in the manner I faw : he faid, he had marked the 
places, defired me to look over them, and judge whe- 
ther he had not reafon. I call my eye upon the paf- 
fages; and, lifting up my hands, declared myfelf as 
much amazed as he could be. What ! (exclaimed we 
both) for a fellow to write Grammars of languages which 
he knows nothing of! This exceeds all the prodigies of 

Impudence that ever any age produced. The reader 

fhall have fome of thefe curiofties laid before him ; and 
if our Compleat Linguifl be falfly accufed, he has a fair 
opportunity of juftifying himfelf, and triumphing over 
his accufer. By the airs be gives himfelf, one would 
think him a Conntijfeur indeed. We ufeg Sec. We fay, 
Itc i. e. We Italians and French’, We Mafters and 
Criticks in ‘the tongues . And *cis remarkable enough, 
that in the firft paflage, where he puts his We upon us, 
he betrays his ignorance. Italian Gram. p. zo. ‘ For 
4 elegancy We ufe cotefi , quefi y and quegli, in the 
4 Angular, for quefo, quello. As queft fu faggio, quc - 
4 gli f H imprudent e. This was wife j This was unwife.’ 
However elegant this may be, ’tis falfe tranflated. It 
fticuld be, This was , Sec. that aw, &c. quefo and 
quello (as every body knows) are put in oppofition. This ' 
has drawn me into my Remarks before I was aware:' 
for we muft ftep backwards ; this not being the firfl

P. 1 8. * Date me la, fend it to us,’ Date m!$ is not„ 
S*nd it to us, but. Give it to Me. One may, with- 
out much fcgacity, difcover what gave birth to this 
tranflation. In the Grammar he tranfcribed from, 
Ihere are undoubtedly the following words. Date me- 
lt, givc.it to me ; Mandate celt, fend it to us. He, 
thinking one of the examples fuf&cient for his purpoie, 
took the Italian of the firft, and the Englijh of the fe- 
cond, by a flip of his eye palling over what was be* 
tween. Exactly like one, I remember to have been 
In company with ; who, willing to fliew his Latin , 
threw out this learned quotation, PeSora pertuffu , 
peli us quoqut robtra flunt ; that is, fays he, the falling 
out of lovers is the renewing of love : that verfe, ana 
Arc anti um ira amoris redintegratie tfi , happening moft 
unluckily to be next-door neighbours in the Accidence - 
— P. 19. * Loro is us’d either to men or women.* Is 
this peculiar to loro ? Is it not equally true of mio, tuo, 
and all the reft ? What he Jbould have faid, and would 
have faid, had he known any thing of the matter, is 
this ; loro is.join’d to nouns both mafculine and femi' 
nine, Angular ihd^t^al {.which is peculiar to it, ail 
the reft varying acc'orJihg to gender and number. — — 
Ibid. * Loro before a verb is a pronoun conjunctive 

before a noun it is a poffeflive ; and it needs no ar- 
*' tide, Sec. as psrlatt loro, not d loro. See.' tft, La-- 
ro as a conjunctive is always after the verb. 2dly,. 
What he fays of it as a polfeffive [ and it needs no ar- 
ticle, &c] belongs to it as a conjunctive. ’Tis plain, he. 
does not know the true difference between Loro the con- 
junctive, and Loro the poffeflive ; which is the grofleft 
ignorance. — P. 20. ‘ Cojiui, tojiei , coftort, colui, coleii

•'usayof flight.' How he came by this laft, I cannot 
gittfs '• fure I am, ’tis falfe.

* by (be.* ill, This is ftaring nonfenfe. If they are 

ala/ays exprefs’d by fomething elfe ; they are not in 
being : for what is a word that is never exprefs'd? zdly, 
*Tis utterly falfe : they are fometimes, and elegantly 
exprefs’d by the ; but very often by themfelves. To 
cite authorities would be ridiculous; one might as well 
go about to prove, that there are fuch words as qui, 
qurt, quod, in Latin This is your famous Grammarian, 
Mr. Bavius.- P. 2 1 . ‘ Note, Ogni, and qualcbe 

* ought never to be put before the plural, but alcuni , 

* alcune : as, ahune donne , not ogni donne, every wo- 
‘ man.* Not ogni , and qualcbe , but altun't, alcune; 
as if ogni, and qualcbe, i. e. every one, and /one, 
were all one ; and equally to be exprefs’d by alcuni.

Here again I could expo fe his ignorance, by fliewing 
how he fell into this blunder, in tranferibing what he 
did not underfland ; and, by fetting the matter right, 
fhew how fotufhly he is in the wrong ; but I have not 
time.

As if nos and vos were juft the fame with notres, and 
votres : whereas Its muit neceffarily be put before the 
two latter ; never before the former. Befides, the latter 
are ufed in a determin’d fignification relating to a thing 
already fpoken of ; but the former are not; and yet he 
makes no difference. He mentions leurs indetermi- 

nately ; whereas ’tis fometimes leurs , fometimes les leurs ; 
which laft he names not ; and they have different fignifi- 
cations, as before - P. 28. ‘ Plu Cbaque, cbatun, cba~ 

* curie. Plujieurs. Perfonne. Pas-un. Among thefe plu- 
rals of bis, there is but one plural ; all the reft are fingu- 
lars. And not only fo, but they bave no plural : nay, he 
himfelf fays fo in the foregoing page. Upon which I 
obferve, ift, That he contradicts himfelf. 2dly, That 
here is a frefh proof of his ignorance ; for he men- 
tions it among the Relatives , that is, in a place where 
it has nothing at all to do, and comes in moll abfurdly 
and ridiculoufly. — P. 29. * Perfeft. eus, eus, eut, See. 

* or ai eu, as eu, a eu, Sc c.’ Are thefe then the fame ? 

All Grammarians make them different tenfes. He 
might as well fay in Latin, babebam vel babui, making 
them the fame tenfe : nay much better; for thofe in 
the Latin, tho’ diftinft tenfes, are in a manner ufed 
promifeuoufly : but thefe in the French never are fo, 
but denote relations to time quite different from each 
other. P. 31. * Imperfeft, ois, ois, oit, Sc c. or ai, 

* as, a, See' Before, he confounded the Perfect 

* • with 
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with the Plaperfe# ; the Imperfedi being kept diftipdl: 
now he confounds the Imperfect with the Per fed! • In. 
ftiort, hc*know8 juft as, much of the Ten/es, as he doe# 
of the Article! and Pronouns , which we have above 
confider’d. Among the Irregular Verbs he makes wild 
work of it ; often leaving out the Participle#, which 
are as irregular parts as any. For example, are bouil- 
lant, dormant » &c, regular ? And yet he leaves them 
out, and more fuch. Then p. 43. he makes cotidui 
the participle inftead of conduit ; and confirms the blun- 
der in the lame page. Page 56. ‘ Eft tilt. It is Ihe.’

His other Grammars, if well look'd into, would un- 
doubtedly yield us as fruitful a crop of Aniraadvnrfiont : 
but this may ferve for a (ample, at prefent. 

And now, Mr. Bavius, have I not proved my point? 

Is not Mr. Hedily the Herpe tf impudence? And 
whv then fhould he be angry with me ? Is it not, as I 
fai d in the beginning, a noble and glorious title ? After 
the publication of his Grammars , he eredted hia Ora- 
tory ; of which I have taken fome notice. He then 
by bimfelf or hi* friend, gavn the world an account 
of bimfelf ; pointing at feveral perfons as hia adverfa- 
ries in print : tho’ fome of them, at lead, (and it may 
be true of them all, for any thing I know) never 
wrote a line about him, in their lives ; and would have 
thought it much beneath them to have employ’d one 
Angle quarter of an hour upon fo vile a fubjedh It it 
indeed the only difficulty we labour under with regard 
to fuck at He is (if ever there wore fuch another) that 
tho’ they ought (for the publick good) to be chaftifed, 
yet we are heartily ajbam'd to chaflife them, or have 
any thing at all to do with them. But I am ulapftng 
into my Jbame again ; and face I am, I will indulge

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nature m two or three words, by adding, that this Crea- 
ture m every thing but outward fhape, a monftrous 
produdion, a fpecies by himfelf ; and that nothing can 
more jnftly excite both our wonde’r and contempt, 
than fuch an Orator, except his Auditors.

T H E unwearied pains which a laborious writer 
has taken so iUuftrfte and explain to his country- 
men, the Philofophy of the late incomparable Sir Isaac 
Newton, having been rewarded by the public, in a 
manner fo much beyond wbat he could ever hope; the 
leaft which the world may expert from this worthy 
gentleman Is, that. If Sir Isaac fhould yet remain ob- 
fcure and unintelligible in any fundamental point, he 
would be pleafed to oblige it with further explanations 
of his Principles. And as it is of the higheft importance 
to mankind, to have clear and diftinrt notions of the 
Lord God, his perfertions, and providence ; we beg of 
the Dortor, in the name of the public, to explain by a 
fhort comment the meaning of the following Creed ; 
which, it is imagined, was written by Sir Isaac New- 
ton, in imitation Of S. Athanasius's Creed , to con- 
vince the world, that his religion was as much above 
that of the vulgar, as his philofophy. } 

The Newtonian Creed. 

T HIS Being governs all things, not as a foul of 
the world, but as lord of the univerfe ; and upon 
account of his dominion, he is ftiled Lord God, fupreme 
over all. For the word God is a relative term, and has 
reference to fervants ; and Deity is the dominion of 
God, not (fuch as a foul has) over a body of his own, 
which is the notion of thofe, who make God the foul 
of the world ; but (fuch as a governor has) over fer- 
vants. The fupreme God is an eternal, infinite, abfo- 
lutely perfert Being : but a being, how pei/ert foever, 

without

without dominion, is not Lord God . For we fay, my 
God , ywr G^, the G»</ c/ - 1 fra el, the God of Gods, and 
Lord of Lords. But we do npt fay, my Eternal, your 
Eternal, the Eternal of lfrael, the Eternal of the Gods; 
we do not fay, my Infinite, your Infinite, the Infinity 
of lfrael j we do not fay, my Perfect, your Perfefl, the 
Perfedt of lfrael: for thefe terms have no relation to 
fervants. The term God very frequently fignifies 
Lord ; but every Lord is not God. The dominion of a 
fpiritual Being conflitutes him God ; true dominion, 
true God ; fupreme dominion, fupreme God ; imagin- 
ary dominion, imaginary God. And from his having 
true dominion, it follows, that the true God is living, 
intelligent, and powerful ; from his other perfedlions it 
follows, that he is fupreme, or moll perfeft. He is e« 
ternal and infinite, omnipotent ,and omnifcient: that is, 
he continues from eternity to eternity, and is prefent 
from infinity to infinity ; he governs all things, and 
knows all things which are done, or can be done, 
(known). He is not eternity and infinity, but eternal 
and infinite : he is not duration and fpace, but he has 
duration of exigence, and is prefent. He continues al- 
ways, and is prefent every where ; and by exifting al- 
ways, and every where, he conflitutes duration and 
fpace, (eternity and infinity *) Since every part Of 
fpace always is, and every indivifible moment of dura- 
tion is every where, certainly the maker and Lord of 
all things cannot be faid to be in no time, and no 
place. Every foul that hath perception at different 
times, and in different organs of the fenfcs and moti- 
ons, is the fame individual perfon. There are parts, 
fucceffive in duration, co-erifting in fpace ; but neither 
of them in the perfon of a man, or his principle of co- 
gitation : and much lefs are there any in the thinking 
fubftance of God. Everyman, as he is a being that 
has perception, is one and the fame man during his 
whole life, in all and every one of the organs of his 
fenfes. God is one and the fame God, always, and 
every where. He is omniprefent, not by his power 
only, but in his very fubftance ; for power cannot fub- 
fift without fubftance. In him all things are contained 
and move, but without any mutual affedting of each 
Von. IL f other: 
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°ther: for God is not at all affeded With the motion* 
°f bodies, neither do they find any refiftance from the 
°mniprefence of God. ’Tis agreed on all hands, that 
Jhc fupreme God neceflarily exifls ; and by the fame 
neceflity, he exifts always, and every where. Whence 
alfo it follows, that he is all fimilar, all eye, all ear, 
all braiq,, all arm, all fenfation, all underftanaing, all 
aftive power : but this not after a human manner, not 
after a corporal manner; but after a manner wholely 
unknown to us. As a blind man has no idea of colours ; 
fo have we no notion of the ways, by which the moil 
wife God perceives and underftands all things. He is 
intirely without all body or bodily figure ; and there- 
fore can neither be feen, nor heard, nor touched : 
neither ought he to be worfhipped under the reprefen* 
tation of any corporeal thing. 

P. S. We beg of the Doctor, that he would at the 
fame time condefcend to let us know, whether he had 
any, and what meaning, in the following words. * 

• In fhort, we cannot conceive either of J'paee or time 

• etherwife , than as neccffarily exifling: this Being 
« therefore, on whom all others depend, mttfl certainly 

• exijl by the fame necefftty of nature. Confequently 

• wherever fpace and time is found, there God mujl 
« alfo be. And as it appears impoffible to us, that 

• fpace Jhould be limited , or that time Jhould have bad 

• a beginning , the Deity mull be both immenfe and e- 
« tcrnal.’ 

Some Observations, tending to clear up the fence of 
a very obfeure paffage in an Ad of Parliament, made 
in the 9th year of the late Queen Annl, ‘concerning 
the Poll-Office, -j- 

T HE Ad of the 9th year of Queen Anne, con- 
cerning the Poll- Office, direds, that for every 
Letter carried by the Penny- pojl from London to any place 
within ten miles of the General- Let ter- Off ce there, the 
fum of one penny fhall be taken, and no more.

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The doubt arifing hereupon is. Whether the taking 
two pence of our modern money, for letters carried 
ty tbe Penny poft, from London to places within ten milts 
of the G encral- lett er-ojjFcc there, is not juftifiable by 
this Aft. 

The common lawyers (whofe rigid adherence to the 
literal Sence of Statutes gave rile to Courts of Equity) 
feem rather, I am told, to incline to the negative.— 
For my part, I fhaJl ever pay a very great deference 
to the opinions of men in matters of their own pro- 
feffion : but as the liberty of doubting is not denied 
even to lawyers themfelves, ’till the matter hath been 
once determin’d, I hope I may, without any breach 
of modefty, declare myfelf not altogether Satisfied with 
their opinion in this cafe ; efpecially, as this is on all 
hands agreed to be a cafe of very great difficulty, 
and feems to be entirely new. If any thing can ex- 
cufe a man in diffenting from perfons much more 
knowing than himfelf, it is a readinefs upon every oc- 
cafion to give the reafons of his diffent. As to myfelf, 
tho’ perhaps I may more properly be faid to doubt 
concerning the opinion of the lawyers, than to diffent 
from it ; lam very willing to fubmit the reafons of 
my doubt or diffent (call it which you will) to the 
examination of every man of fence, and particularly 
of perfons skilled in the interpretation of Laws. 

My reafons are thefe which follow, The word 

Penny is a word of a very loofe and uncertain fignifi. 
Nation ; as is well known to every one in the leaft con- 
verfant with the writers concerning coins. The Sax. 
ons call’d a Penny, Pennig, the Latins Denarius , th e 

Greeks the Jews and other eaftern nations 

called it by other names. But as the learning of the 
body of the nobility and gentry of Great Britain, 
who have the framing of our Laws, can hardly be 
thought to go beyond Greek (whatever the learning 
of particular perfons amongft them may do) I think 
we may pafe over the feveral names by which a Penny is 
called in the Hebrew, and other oriental languages; 
and proceed to fettle the fence of this word in the Sta- 
tute of the ninth year of Queen Anne, by the help of 
the Greek, the Latin, and the Saxon languages only. 

F 2 The 
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The Greek Dracbme is fuppofed to have been worth 
about feven pence half-penny of our modern money. 
Now this feems to be no very extraordinary gratifica- 
tion to a man, who takes a journey of perhaps ten 
miles, merely to preferve a good correfpondencc be- 
tween friends. Befides, it’s faid, the dignity of the 

perfons employ’d of late in this office, requires, that 
they fiiould not go on foot ; and fince the mails are fo 
frequently robb’d, it’s not fafe for them to ride un- 
arm’d. Confiderbig then the labour of the poll-man, 
the expence of a horfe and furniture, of powder and 
ball, I cannot think it improbable, that by one Penny 
in this Statute might be meant one Greek Penny or 
Dracbme , or. feven and a half of our modern Englilh 
pence. Some I know are of opinion, that in the Par- 
liament which paffed this A£l, there were more who 
underftood Latin, than Greek ; and therefore think it 
probable, that the Legillature had their eye rather up- 
on the Roman Denarius, than the Greek Dracbme. 
As the difference between thofe coins is inconfiderable, 
it feems neither worth my while, nor the poft-man’s, 

to difpute that matter. Others there are, who pur- 

filing the fame principle Hill farther, argue thus : There 
were in that Parliament more Saxons, than either 
Greeks or Romans ; and therefore it’s mofl probable, 
that neither the Denarius , nor Dracbme, but the old ! 
Saxon Ptnnig was the thing intended : the word Pen*, 
ny, lay they, is plainly Saxon, form’d from Pennig t 
by an ufual liquidation of the g. Now a Saxon Pen* 
nig is known to have been worth two of our modern 
Pence : and accordingly the Penny-pollmen, who are 
employ’d in carrying letters from town into the coun- 
ty ten miles round about, where the old Englilh or 
Saxon dialect is better preferved than here -in town, 
have always underftood the A£l in this fence, and have 
generally taken, neither more, nor lefs, for the carriage 
of a Penny-poll letter, than two pence, I mean two 
modern pence. 

I mull confefs there appears to me a good deal of 
probability in every one of thefe opinions ; and tho* 

I think the lall the moll probable, yet even that is fuffi- 
cicnt to juftify the pra&ice of the Penny-poftmen 

with 
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with refpeft to the fubje£l in taking two pence. Tho’ 
it feems indeed not altogether fo eafy to juftify them, 
with refpedl to the Crown, for not taking three pence* 
becaufe the belt antiquaries make a Saxon Ptnnig really 
worth three pence of our modern money ; and I my- 
felf know a very good antiquary, who will give fix 
pence for every Saxon Ptnnig you bring him, and 
thank you into the bargain ,* as he defired me to declare 
to the world upon this occafion. However, un- 

der fo mild an Adminiftration as the prefent, I dare 
fay no Penny- poftman will be treated with feverity, 
merely for having erred a little in the valuation of an 
ancient coin 

If any man think, that, notwithftanding what hath 
been faid, the difficulty of this cafe is hardly to be 
matter'd, but by the united wifdom of the nation, I 
own I am pretty much of his opinion ; and I would 
therefore humbly propofe, that, when the Parliament 

fit next, a Bill may be brought in for this Cafe. • 

I have drawn up a Bill which feems to me proper for 
the purpofe ; and I publifli it now, that the world may ; 
confider of it between this and the next fefiion of 
Parliament : 

An A £1 for afctrtaining the fence of the word Pen- 
ny, in an A SI of Parliament of the ninth year of 
the late S>ueen Anne, concerning the Pojl-office, 

Whereas many doubts have arifen, and many law- 
fuits may arife, by reafon of the ambiguity/ of the 
word Penny , in a Statute made in the 9th year of the 
late Queen Anne, concerning the- Pott-office, fome 
perfons undemanding by the word Penny in the laid 
Statute a Greek Dracbme , others a Roman Denarius , 
and others a Saxon Pennig: For determining the faid 
doubts, and preventing !aw-fuits, Be- it declared and 

ena&ed, That the word Penny in the faid Statute 

was intended to fignify, and- - fhall, . in all Courts of 
Law and Equity, within that part of Great Britain, 
which is called England/ be conftrued to fignify one 

Saxon Pennig , or three- modern Englifh Pence. 

Provided neverthelefs, that fuch Penny-poftmen, who 
have ignorantly, . and without fraud, demanded and 
taken only two modern Englifh Pence, for the carriage

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of every Penny-poft letter, fhall be, and they are here- 
by difeharged, againft his Majefty, his heirs and fuc 
ceffors, from all penalties and forfeitures, which they 
may have incurr’a by not taking three fuch pence. — ■ 
Provided alfo, that all profecutions againft fuch of the 
Penny-poftmen, as have malicioufty and fraudulently 
demanded and taken only the fum of one modern 
Englifh penny, for the carriage of ahy Penny-poft let- 
ter, Ihalfbe commenced on or before the twenty 
fourth day of June, which fhall be in the year of our 
Lord One thoufand feven hundred and thirty two, and 
not afterwards. 

Such an Aft as this would effeftually remove all doubt: 
for the future ; would certainly pardon all, whofe of- 
fences can be fuppofed to have proceeded from igno- 
ranee ; and many probably, whofe offences muft have 
proceeded from a worfe caufe. Ap. 15, 1731. 

This is followed by a fecond Letter figned Bank- 
rums giving fome account of the tricks of the Bank- 
rupt Club.

T Homas Trim of tfie Middle-Temple, Efcj; hum- 
bly complaining, Iheweth, That he the faid Tho- 
mas being enter’d of the Society aforefaid, by the foie 
authority of an obftinate and covetous father, and fore 
againft his own inclinations, he having at all times ma- 
nifefted an utter contempt of fludy and induftry, and 
a genius fuited to the moil polite education and ac- 
complifhments ; does now, by the cruelty aforefaid, 
fuffer extreamly both in his reputation and figure in the 
world: infomuch, thatnotwithftanding he has, for the 
fpace of three years laft pall, with the utmoft caution, 
avoided the leail application to, or appearance of bufii 
nefs ; and at the fame time moll diligently lludy’d all 
the inodes, falhions, and gallantries of the beau monde, 
to his very great and extraordinary expence in powder, 
chair-hire, chocolate; plays, operas, mafquerades, and 
all manner of fubfcriptions whatfoever, (not to mention 
W'heys, phyfick, fees, &t.) yet does he find, by daily

Courtly; altho’ he, your Peti- 
tioner, is the heir to a very conliderable eftate, and the 
faid Will, only fecond fon of a neighbouring gentle- 
man, and at prcfent in a very low llation about the 
Court. And your Complainant further faith, that al.' 
tho’ he the faid Sir Foplinc Flutter, William 
Courtly, Efq; and all his falhionable friends, do 
very frequently meet at his apartments, and are there 
entertained with Claret, Burgundy, &c. yet neither 
they, nor any of them, will ever ufe any other phrafe, 
than that they are come to foyl witht him about the 
Temple, for variety ; which is the more grievous to 
your Petitioner, in that he knoweth, and is very well 
aflured, that-they, and every of them, do very - 

qaently {link from the Drawing-room, to fup on a fin'gle 
difh of chocolate. 

Secondly, this Complainant faith, that whereas he 
has, during his abode here, been very careful to avoid 
the ufe of the words. Chambers, Laundrtfs , or any 
other technical or vulgar phrafe, that might betray the 
leaft air of the Society ; yet he. having fome time 
fince bought fome lace, for which he had no fort of 
o'ccafion, from Dolly Oqle in Pall-Mall, and at the 
fame time defiring Ihe would bring that and fome more 
to him to the Temple, and that he would be fure to 
be at home ; (he very pertly reply’d, that what he had 
bought (hould be deliver’d fafely to his clerk. 

Thirdly, this Complainant further faith, that not 
only being thus excluded from all lace-chambers, tire-

Fourthly, that he is utterly undone and ruin’d, in 
being totally excluded from the lead hope of favours 
from the Ladies of better figure, merely from his fi- 
tuation and circumftance. In proof of which, this 
Complainant is ready to depofe and make oath, that 
within thefe three years lafl pall, above thirteen hun- 
dred women of better faihion, maids, wives, and wi- 
dows, have received favourable impreffions of hi3 drefs* 
perfon, and parts, and look’d a full approbation of the 
fame ; until all his hopes were fucceffively blafted, and

And it may 
be worth your greatell care to corredt thofe difeou* 
ragements to wit and pleafure, which may drive many

Moll' profound Sir, May 12, 1731. 

Y OUR Correfpondent from patrmardden enter* 
tained me very much lad week with his curious 
Extradls of B'ritijb Antiquities from a book entituled 
CyJ reitbjeu. Sire, feu Leges Wallicte, printed in your 
70th Journal. I don’t doubt but feveral of your 

readers 
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readers are (till in fufpenfe, whether he was in earned 
or not ; and might believe that the ancient ftatutes 
he quoted were as much the effefts of mere imagi- 
nation, as the ftudies at Laputa. But having fince 
had- the curiofity to look into thofe Laws, I can affure 
them, that they are genuine ; and do own, that I am 
as much furpriz’d at the man, as at the noble Simplicity 
of the manners of bis anceftors. What could induce 
him to revive the memory of thofe laws, which, not- 
withftanding their publication, were only in the hands 
of a few Antiquaries, and in a fair way of being for- 
gotten ? ’Tis the diftinguifhing character of a true Bri- 
ton to be extreamly jealous of the honour of his coun- 
try, and to publifh nothing that would derogate from 
the dignity of his Prince. But this is, in my opinion, 
a very different behaviour : ’tis being a little too free 
with Majcfty, to let every one know what paffed be- 
tween a King and his fervants for bis private amufe- 
ment ; or to give an exalt lift of the perquifites of all 
his minifters. For my part, had* I been defcended 
from the primitive antiquity of that nation, or obtain- 
ed the greater honour of reprefenting any part of it 
in Parliament, I would have humbly delired leave to 
bring in a Bill, not to repeal, but to abolifh all the 
Laws of that country before the time of Henry VII. 
or if fuch a Bill had met with too great an oppofition 
from the lovers of law in an unknown tongue, it might 
have been eafy to have laid a great penalty upon tranf- 
lating them ; the Records being prefcrved entire, to 
be confultcd only on fpecial occalions. The tranflitiog, 
or rather exporting laws in a foreign language, is car- 
rying off the wifdom of a nation, to the great detri- 
ment of the inhabitants ; ’tis letting their neighbours 
into all their fecrets of government, which may fome- 
timestum to their difadvantage. This gentleman how- 
ever feems to excufe his own condu£I in this particular, 
by faying, that thefe Conftitutions were originally of 
our own growth, and therefore there could be no in- 
convenience in communicating them again tp us : but 
his proof of this is, what is generally efteemed of. the 
moll fufpicious fort, only the authority of a Dedica- 
tion. Nor docs even that evidence fpeak full to this 

point . 
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point : for it is not there (aid, that the body of the 
Weljb Laws is derived from the Saxons, but only the 
mojl confsderable part of them. Waller um Principes 

primes & pracipuas juris dicundi formulas a Saxoni- 
bus derivajfe. The Welfh Princes might have had 
fome regard to the examples of the Saxons, in making 
laws; the principal methods of adjufting property, and 
punifhing criminals, might be taken from them ; with- 
out fuppofing, that there was nothing in the Britijb 
dates Jlridly and peculiarly their own. And I am ra- 
ther inclined to be of this opinion, becaufe I find the 
fame author exprefling himfelf more diftin&ly in the 
Preface upon this fubjeft. After pointing out fome 
Welfh Conflitutions, that were probably taken from 
their neighbours, he adds, Hac autem non ideo a me 
did a ejfe vellem , quaft univerfa legum Wallicarum capita 
icS procejfus, aut a Saxonum aut Normannorurn moribus 
compofita & defer ip t a exijlimaverim: nonnulla procul- 
dubio a veteribus patria injiitutis profluxere , qua ante 
legem latam juris vigor em babuerunt. And I am will- 
ing to believe, that the privilege of [cratcbing the King's 
feet , and enjoying the remains of his toajled cbeefe, were 
of this latter fort, ’till I fee fomething more confide- 
rable advanced to the contrary : I would not have your 
correfpondent fo very modeft to give up all the laws 
of his country, as if none of them were originals.

T H E good underftanding, and perfect harmony, 
which had for a long time fubfifted between the 
f wo ancient and honourable Societies of Lincoln' s-inn and 
Gray' s-inn, was at laft unfortunately interrupted by a con 
tention that happened between Rupert Lyn of the 
former, and Caleb D’ Anvers of the latter, for the 
place of Collector General of rents, See. which was 
obtained by Rufbrt. The refentment of Caleb on 
this difappointment was very great, which he vented 
in continual complaints of Rupert’s mifmanagement .* 
who, by way of retaliation, took care to get Caleb’s 
friends excluded from all offices of honour or advan* 
tage in both Societies. A paper war was waged for 
above four years, in which Rupert finding he had th$ 
difadvantage, endeavoured to get a reftraint lay’d upon 
the liberty of the prefs ; but not fucceeding, conde- 
feended at laft to come to an accommodation with*CA- 
leb. And accordingly, * A Treaty of peace, friendjhip, 
and mutual guaranty between them, was concluded at 
Covent-Garden , Ap. 28, 1731. a Copy of which Trea- 
ty was publifhed in the Craftfman of laft faturday. 

• At the end of the Treaty Mr. D’ Anvers fays, that 
4 the progrefs of thefe ncgociations with Mr. Ly» 

* was communicated, from time to time, to the States 
4 of Grub Jlreet ; that he had all the reafon in the 
4 world to believe that the confent of their principals 
‘ would have been obtained long before this time ; but 
4 that he now began to fear that there vyas too good a 
‘ correfpondence between them and Mr. Foe, and that 
‘ the Memorial, which he had lately caufed to be de- 

4 livered 

* A ridicule upon the ing to which the Dutch were 
Treaty of Vienna, in acced- very flow. 
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4 livered to them, complaining of Mr. D' Anvers'* 

* conduft, hath had too much influence on their coun- 

* oils.’ 

Againft thefe infinuations, to jufiifie our deliberate 
way of proceeding in general, and our delay in acceding 
to this Treaty in particular, fome Remarks upon it, and 
upon the conduft of the parties concerned lhall be layed 
before the reader ; which were drawn up by a com- 
mittee of our Political writers, who polTefs the largcfl 
province in our republic, and whofe example the fix 
other provinces generally follow. Thefe Remarks will 
comprehend thole likewife of the two Rhetorical and 
Poetical provinces ; which, tho’ they too haftily, as 
ufual, confented to an acceffion to this Treaty, yet did 
not do it without making fome Obfervations thereupon. 

I. The firft Article feems to be exprefled, in terms 
fo general, as to comain an unreafonable ftipulation, 
4 that the contracting parties fhould be obliged to a 

* mutual defence, or, as it is called, a reciprocal gua~ 

4 ranty of all rights, piivileges, and immunities, which 
1 each of them enjoys, or ought to enjoy' Who is to de- 
termine what rights and privileges any of the parties 
ought to enjoy ? If the parties themfelves are to be 
judges in this matter, there is juft caufe to apprehend, 
that the determination will be too partial in their own 
favour. To ingage therefore to guaranty all rights and 
privileges, which the controlling parties fhall think 
they ought to enjoy, is to ingage to guaranty fuch rights 
and privileges, as no party perhaps has any right to : 
and consequently to aft 4 againft any perfon who fhall 
1 difturb any of the contractors in the peaceable pof- 

* feffion’ of fuch pretended rights, may be to aft in fup- 
port of injultice and oppreflion. It feems therefore 
neceffary, that a Declaration fhould be made, that thele 
rights, privileges, and immunities, are to be under- 
flood, only of fuch as are now aftually pofiefled by 
the contracting powers. 

II. Tho’ by the fecond Article, * Rupert Lyn 
‘ Efq; doth take upon himfelf the guaranty of the li- 
1 berty of the prefs, of the Papers of G 'rub-jlreet, ai d 
' the difpofition of the property of them j and doth 
‘ promife to maintain and defend them agninft any 

G 3 * perfon 
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« perfon who lhall endeavour to moleft them : ’ yet we 
think it expedient to infift upon fome further fecurity. 
For we very well remember, altho’ it be feveral years 
ago, that the whole Society of Lincoln' s-inn, and Ru- 
hrt in particular, declared in the ftrongeft terms i- 
maginable for the liberty of the prefs : and yet we 
have reafon to think, that they very lately endeavoured 
to get that liberty fuppreffed. We therefore are of o- 
pinion, that to fecure the performance of this article, 
Mr. Lyn ought to grant us a general protection under 
his hand and feal againft all Meffengers, and a Noli 
profequi againft all attorneys, to fecure us effectually from 
all fines, imprifonments, and pillories. 

III. Againft the third Article there feems to rife an 
objetlion of the fame nature with that againft the firft. 
We are very willing to come into a ftipulation * to put 
« a ftop to all hoftilities againft Mr. Lyn; and to fuf- 

* fer him to enjoy all his ports of honour, and pro- 

* fit, titles, dignities, preheminences, and acquifitions 
‘ whatfoever, which he does at prefent enjoy ; and to 
‘ defend, or as it is called, to guaranty them to him, 

* and his fucceflors, againft all oppoi'ers whatfoever:’ 
but we do not think it realonable, that the fame ingage- 
ments fliould comprehend all thofe polls, titles, &c. 
which he may think he oight to enjoy ; or that the faid 
guaranty fhould exttni to his fucceffors without any li- 
mitation whatfoever. This, we conceive, would be to 
oblige ourfelves to the performance of things, of which 
we are intireiy ignorant, which may be impofFible to 
be performed, and which may involve oar pofterity in 
endlefs quarrels and difputes. 

IV. The former part of the fourth Article is con- 
ceived in fuch terms, as in reality to oblige to nothing. 

* The other points which remain to be fettled, between 

* the contracting parties, or their confederates, fhall 
«,be examined, difeufled, and decided, as foon as pof- 
‘ fibly, without any delay' But if it be not poffible 
to decide thefe points without delay, as we are pretty 
lure it is not; then they may be examined, difcujfed, 
and decided as foon as pojfbly, without delay, and yet 
not be decided for a long time. We think therefore, 
in cider to haiten the examination, difcullion, and de- 

cifion 
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cifion of thefe points, and to prevent their being the 
fubjeft of annual Treaties, a precife time ought to be 
limited, within which they fhould be examined 

difcufled, and decided The latter claufe of this 

Article, ‘ that all the engagements, which the contrabl- 
‘ ing parties have made with other perfons, fhall fn'oftft 
‘ as they now are, excepting only in'thofe points which 

* may be contrary to the prefent Treaty,’ feems to al- 

low of fueh a latitude of interpretation, with regard to 
the obligation of former Treaties, that we think it in- 
confiftent with our honourto accede to the prefent >m 
lefs this Article be altered. F * UH ' 

• Befides thefe obfervations upon the Articles of this 
Treaty, we beg leave to make two or three upon' the 

conduct of each of the contracting powers. There 

was formerly a perfect harmony between the two anci- 
ent Societies of Lincoln's inn and Grub-Jlreet: in fomuch 
that the very fame perfons were frequently members 
of both. A glorious inftance of which we have conti- 
nually in our minds, namely, that confummate lawyer 
and divine, William Prynke, Efq; who was an utter 
barrifter of Lincolns-inn , andoneof the greateft ornaments 
of the fbciety of Grub-Jlreet. This ancient friendship be- 
tween the two communities, makes us take the proceed- 
ings of Mr. Lyn the more unkindly, who has endeavour- 
ed to fet them at variance} and, as weare informed, has 
prevailed upon feveral of our moll learned members by 
large penfions, not only to abfent themfdves from our 
meetings, but even to abufe our Society itfelf : the mod * 
eminent of thele are Mr. Osborn, Mr. Walsino- 
ham, Mr. Cibber, and Mr. Concamn ; who boaft- 
ing, in feveral places, as we hear, of the generofity 0 f 
their patron, have induced, upon the profped of the 
like good fortune, even the Orator, and the Re- 
gister of Grub-Jlreet to defert us. We did not fo 
much wonder indeed at the defertion of the former 
about half a year ago; becaufe he at the fame time be- 
gan to afl more openly in a double capacity, as a Quack 
Doctor, as well as an Orator. For as it is proper 

to the latter to plead on any fide : fo it is to the former 
to pretend to cure any incurable diltemper. But we 
could not but be furprized at the defertion of our Re- 
gister, 
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cister, no longer ago than laft faturday ; who had 
made fo many repeated declarations, that he would ne- 
ver engage in the petulance o party. But tho’ we are 
much concerned at thefe two great Ioffes ; yet we have 
this confolation under it, That while thefe gentlemen 
declaim againft the Society of Grub-Jheet, they at the 
fame time proclaim the excellency of our inflitutioir ; 
/hewing, in almoft every line they write, their ingrati- 
tude, as plainly, as their learning ; and that they could 
not poffibly have handled their weapons fo well, had 
they not learned the art, in that very Academy, againft 
U’hich they have thought fit to turn them. How- 

ever, before we accede to. the Treaty propofed, we 
think it reafonable to infill upon a feparate, additional 
Article, relating to this matter. That each Society /hall 
grant no prote&ion to the renegado members of the 
other, but /hall deliver them up on demand. 

Nor has the conduit of Mr D’ Anvers, and the 
gentlemen of Gray's inn, been fuch as to induce us 
readily to come into their meafure*. In feveral of his 
Papers, particularly thofe which contain Remarks upon 
the Htjiory of England , he has given great offence to 
many worthy perfons, who are at a lofs to know with 
what view they were written. The Cursory Obser- 
vator affirms, that in them the Jacobite, under the 
mafque of a Republican, was ftriking at the intereft of 
the prefent Royal Family. We rather fufpedt, that the 
defignof them is to recommend the ariftoeratical form 
of government, by endeavouring to render the mo- 
narchical ridiculous. But this is a defign, to the pro- 
moting of which we /hall never contribute; having 
flourilhed longeft, and with greatell fecurity, under 
the kind influences of a limited monarchy, founded 
upon Revolution principle* : of the truth of which, 
our prefent happy fituation is a full proof, we abound- 
ing at this time in a greater number than ever of mem- 
bers eminent in all parts of literature. 

In the laft place, to remove all umbrage taken by 
Mr. D’ An vers, from the Memorial lately caufed to 
be delivered to us by Mr. Foe, we think proper to 
declare, that our negotiations with him will be carried 
cn with the utmoft caution; having no great reafon to 

place 
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place any extraordinary confidence in his large pro- 
mifes to fecure u? a fhare in the American trade. For 
we well remember, how he once encouraged one of our 
own members, the merry Ned Ward, to abufe our 
whole Society : and we have reafon to think, that by 
a private Treaty between them, that branch of trade 
is almoft ingrofled by the latter ; whofe Works are in 
great efteem in that other world. — Befides, we have 
another juft ground of complaint againft Mr. Foo, for 
having invaded one of our provinces of late, by pub- 
liftiing feveral Abridgments of pamphlets ; which we 
think no private member has a right to do, without the 

approbation of our Society - We therefore think 

it highly concerns us, in the firft place to take care, that 
a good Barrier be fettled between us and this gentle- 
man; which will be our greateft fecurity, in cafe any 
future negotiations fhould be revived with him, by 
Mr. Lyn, or Mr. D’Anvers. 

Upon the whole, we hope, that the High and Migh- 
ty the States General of the united provinces of Grub- 
Jireet, having ferioufly confidered the Remarks here 
laid before them, will a£t with the greateft deliberation 
in this critical jun&ure ; and not accede too precipi- 
tately to a Treaty, which may infenfibly ingage them 
in the defence and fupport, either of tyranny and op- 
prefiion, or of anarchy and confulion.

I Heartily wifh thee a good voyage ; and the beft way 
to obtain it, is to carry God with thee : keep a 
good confcience ; be indulhious and void of offence, fo 
thou wilt do well. Remember thy mifpent time, and 
be fureto redeem it by thy carefulnefs in the prefent ; 
and let me hear from thee upon thy return, God con- 
ducting thee fafe. Wherever you go, keep a Journal, 
if you Can, of all that is remarkable, as winds, and 
change of weather, in all latitudes. Take all foundings, 
and keep the fands, fhells, and whatever elfe the deep 
fea-line or other brings up ; and put it into a paper, 
writing on the paper. Sounding of fuch a place in the 

latitude of &c.. If you meet with any pretty 

. fea-feathers, moffes, weeds, trees, or plants, fave fome 
of the faireft and belt, which you may put up in any 
thing, and all together in a cagg, pitcher, or bottle ; 
excepting the fea-feathers or trees, w’hich mull be kept 
very even and fafe. If you can get any ftrangc fifties, 
they will be acceptable. When you go aftiore, and 
meet with any fhells that are whole, keep them for me, 
three or four of each fort ; and if you find any pretty 
fhining fands, take a pound of each, or half a pound ; 
and pick up pretty llones of divers colours, as green, 
red, blue, yellow, black, or white, and clear, as well 
as mixt colours. If you meet with any fort of mi- 

nerals, or ores, likewife get me fome. — When you are 
on fhorc, pick fome pretty plants, herbs, ferns, flowers, 
and trees, by taking a fair branch or two, or three, 
that is, from the top, the middle, and lower end. All 
thefe you mull put into a quire of brown paper, layin g 

the 
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the herbs, flowers, &c. very even upon a fbeet of brown 
paper, and fo another on that ; letting them lie three 
dqys, then changing them in frelh papers, keeping 
them very clofe, for three days more, and then put- 
ting them between other frefh papers ; fo repeating 
them till thoroughly dry, and-then laying them in or- 
der between the fheets, and tic them up when tho- 
roughly dry. laying them even at the bottom of your 
cheli, that they may not crumple, or break. If you can 
catch any flies, butterflies, beetles, or any ftrange'pret- 
ty infe£ls, put a pin through them, and pin them to a 
thin box, on the infide ; it will keep them with the 
perfedl colour, and beauty, and whole. But be very 
tender of the butterflies, for fear of lofing the fine co- 
lour or down, and of moths If you meet with fine 
fnakes, worms, fcorpions, batis, or pretty birds, if 
fmall, you may keep them in fpirits : I will repay you 
what charge's you are at for thefe, therefore be 
careful. And that you may not lofe your labour when 
you return to England, and if any body fliould offer 
to prefs you, let them know, that you are upon the 
Royal Society’s account, and have this commiflion from 
me to col!e£l the foregoing things, for her Majefty’s 
fervice, viz. fhells, Hones, &c. for her grottos; and 
the reft for the improvement of natural hiftory,- know- 
ledge, and phyfick. And pray get me what good feeds* 
and bulbous flower roots you can, and berries of 'pretty 
trees, and plants, for the Queen’s gardens. I am lure 
no ingenious nor worthy gentleman will meddle with 
you, if you acquaint them with this requeil of mine, to 
let you pafs free, having the care and charge of thele 
things for her Majelly’s fervice, and the Royal Society ; 
and I defire you will let me know, who fliew themlelves 
kindly to you, that I may return their civilities, &c.

pon might have been turned upon us. The better {till 
— for if after having furnilhed artillery for better wits, 

I myfelf fhould fall, I fhould fall with pleafure . 

Had Michael Cervantes, when he faw Don Quix- 
ote’s and Spanifh Chivalry deftroyed by his witty 
performance, feen his own work laid afide, would he 
have grieved, when it had wrought its intended effedl ? 

I will likewife too aflure the reader, that when our bar- 
barous and Gothick reliih is lay’d afide ; when the giants 
and monfters, which the fertile brains of our ifland 
produce, are dellroyed ; when the graceful and natu- 
ral fhall fucceed our prefent unaccountable way of # 
thinking and writeings then, to the unexpreffible detri- 
ment of hawkers, pamphlet-fellers, book-merchants, 
&c. will this our entertaining Paper be laid down. 

I remember the other day, being in company with 
fome gentlemen, after having ballanced Europe, and 
fettled the nation, we fell into talk of Authors, tafte, 
and what not ? The Grub-Jlreet Journal too fell under 
the cenfure or approbation of the mixed company. 
Some thought this way of examining things availed 
little, either in regaining a tafte to our polite youth, or 
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in deftroying our upftart authors Some things, it was

The grand mafter of rhetoric commends a cer- 
tain fophift of the ancients for his advice, nicely to fift 
and examine all appearances of the grave, the formal, 
and the methodic, by this teft of wit and pleafantry; 
and left wit itfelf fhould impofe on us (as it often may) 
to bring even this to the teft, and examine it by the 
more formal and ferious rule of common fenfe. That 
may be of ufe (continues our gentleman) let us trie on 
pieces of the more admired fort. 

So the pure limpid jlream , when foul with Jlaius 
Of rujbing torrents, and defending rains. 

Works itfelf clear , and as it runs , refines ;

It puts me m mind of Jack in the Tale of a Tub : He 
would ftand in the turning of a ftreet, and calling to 
thole who palled by, would cry to one. Worthy Sir, do 

me 
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#*<? the honour of a good flap in the (hops : to another, 
Honefl friend , pray favour me with a handfome kick on 
the arfe. Noble Captain, lend a reafonable thwack, for 
the love of God with that cane of yours, over tbefe poor 
Jboulders. And when by fuch earned felicitations, he 
had procured a good balling, fufficient to dwell up his 
fancy, and his fides, he would return home extremely- 
comforted with his load of woes, and perhaps thank'd 
the Gods that threw the weight upon him. And yet 
how have fuch fentences been admired with a truly 
foolifh face of praife ! 

To this purpofe fpake our polite gentleman : and fo 
much was I pleaded with his difeourfe, that I refolved 
to let it be farther known. And I take this oppor- 

tunity to defire all Effay-writers, Cafual-difcourfers, 
Refle&ion-coiners, Meditation-founders, &c. that they 
would mend their hands for the future ; and to advife 
the pamphleteers in particular to become more model!: 
in their title-pages; and not boaft in their Prefaces,

Had I been guilty, I fhould not have been counte- 
nanced by fo many worthy Aldermen and Common- 
council-men, feeing they have never yet been knowh 
to encourage wits. Buc admitting I were one of thoffe 
idle creatures, I would not have appeared, (whatever 
I might have done formerly) in loofe vagrant fheets 
like your Journals. I would have left that to you week- 
ly retailers, who often get a fort of preferment by it, 
and become raifed a few feet above the cYowd ; tho’ 


that is but a temporary honour, and an hour gene- 
rally brings you upon a level again with your admirers. 
However, I grant, that in extraordinary cafes, I have 
Inown fome of you advanced to a poll, where you have 
flay’d all the remaining part of your lives. 

But there is one kind of wit, of public emolument, 
which is much pra&ifed by the better fort of people, 
whom I am ambitions enough of imitating, as far as I 
have genius or capacity ; and this fpecies of wit, to 
jpeak without a metaphor, is called in plaih Ehglifti 
* Lying. I fhall fay nothing at preftnt concerning its 
great ufe, efpecially in politicks; but obferve, that, a- 
iriong other recommendations this branch has antiquity 
on its fide : for I can undertake to prove, that when, 
there were no more than Adas*, Eve, and the Ser-

As Lying js the olded, fo it is alfo the fafed and moll 
profitable part of wit, as well as the mod honourable: 
for truth carries danger and contempt along with it ; 
and whoever utters it, ought to have hre heels as light 
as his head, or he would foon be made a fool of : this 
I have experienced; and if you, Mr. Grub, won’t 
take my word for it, you may put the matter to a tryal 
as foon as you pleafe. 

Did I intend to make a figure in the profeffion, I 
have in my eye two worthies, whom I would take for 
my patterns. One got his experience abroad, and the 
other at home : and tho’ their dories have as much 
wit ia them as they can hold, yet they all dick clofe to- 
gether, being tied down with pack-thread and pade- 
board, and cafed either with calves leather or morocco; 
the fird of which preferves wit, and the other adds a 
grace to it. The worthies I fpeak of are the facetious 
Capt. Gulliver, and the late reverend iPrelate of 

S m ; who fhine like fixed dars in the firmament, 

and will yield the greated light to all who applie them- 
felves either to the merry or the ferious part of this 
fcience : whereas the wit of Osborne, Walsing- 
ham, Stonecastle, See. (to which I fear I may 
judly add yours, Mr. Grub) flies loofe about the town, 
appears, like a meteor, for a fhort time, and then va- 
nifties away. 

What I have here fay’d, Mr. Grub, is a private ad- 
monition, it regards not the public at all ; therefore I 
charge you to clap me no more into your Journal, 
which I look upon to be worfe than the docks : if you

C RITICS and criticifm having been much 
talked of in former, as well as in later ages ; 
it is neceflary therefore to diftinguifh’ the true Critic 
from the falfe, and the ancient original art from the 

modern ridiculous pretences to it. A Critic is a 

true judge of what is really commendable and graceful in 
writing ; nor can be impofed on by the falfe and glaring 
colours of a pretender , but will as necejfarily fee the na- 
tural and genuine , at the falfe or furreptitious. ’This 
was the charadteriftic of the Stagyrite himfelf; and 
even Homer underwent his corredlions for his fcholar’s 

ufe. 
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ufe. Whoever looks into Plato’s Pbeeirus , will fee 
a piece of Lysias, the orator, criticifed on in form. 
Of this flamp were the Dionysius’s; from one of 
whom the motto of this Paper is taken, and plainly 
fhews what accuracy of thought and judgment, con- 
firmed by long experience, is requifite to form fuch a 
judge as we require. Such were Cicero and Horace, 
who had too fevere an eye, not to apply this to their 
own works. 

From thefe fo juflly admired authors, let us turn to 
others, with whom the generality of our readers are 
better acquainted. Thefe authors, having a natural 
dread of criticifm, generally place in the front of their 
Works a Dedication to his Lordfhip ; and tho' indeed 
bis Lord ftp is unknown , yet bis Lordjbip's patronage 
mill be a Jeeurity from a fevertr eye, tfc. then a Pre- 
face. From reading which, one would imagine, 

that fome confpiracy or conjuration was formed againfl 
our generous author ; fo many cringes and fawnings 
to the reader, fo many avaunt-fatans to the critics ! 

what is this but to miflruft one’s own caufe ? 

Would a Raphael be better pleafed with that indiffe- 
rence of the publick, which fhould fuffer his work to 
pafs uncriticifed, than with the nice view and infpe&ion 
of an accurate examiner ? Or would not a Corelli 
appeal to the critical, the nice ear ? ’Tis the fame in 
regard to all other arts and fciences, whether of an in- 
ferior, or fuperior degree. Truth appears to advantage 
from a ftrifier inquiry ; and is never more injured, or 
in greater danger of being flifled, than by the over- 
fondnefs of fome nurfing-fathers and nurfing.mothers. 

However commendable then Criticifm itfelf may be, 
yet the bare appearance however mull be ridiculous. 
Imagine then a head laborioufly skilled in Prefaces, 
fluffed with common- place, and muddled with Index- 
hunting ; add hereunto a diligent fearch after the mif- 
takes and overfights of authors, an<j a pleafure arifing 
more from fuch blemiflies found out, than any beauties 
and graces in writing. Who will admire at fuch ima- 
ginations, thus pofieffed with the defefts of other 
writings, if whatever is difagreeable fhould necefiarily 
flow into them ? Criticifm on author# is certainly com- 
Vol. II. K mendable ; 
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mendable ; Aristotle, Aristarchus, Didvmus, 
Sc c. were Critics on Homer : but when we fee no 
true criticifm, but a mean appearance of it; when falfe 
editions are confultcd, and blunders of tranfcribers fluff- 
ed into volumes to fill their fize ; (hall we admire luch 
authors diligence, or ridicule their judgment ?

T H O’ fince your return from your travels, you 
have endeavoured as it were to unnaturalize 

yourfelf 

* The gentleman, who nerally thought to be the 
wrote under this name in brother of the greateft fub- 
thc Daily Couraut, was gc- jeft in Great Britain. 
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yourfelf by taking a foreign name : yet from the time 
°f your fir il appearance under it in the Daily Courant , 
I very much fufpeXed that you was formerly an old 
acquaintance, and rival joker at the Pegafus. Your 
ifile and manner of dragging in ftories into your dif- 
courfe, and fpoiling them by fome unnecefl’ary or con- 
tradiXory circumftance, has frequently put me in mind 
of that old gentleman. Particularly, when in the 
Daily Courant, Mar. 23. you told an arch flory of 
Parjoft Melch iseoeck ; who, being in Bedlam in 
1709, talked of two books, one of which was not pub- 
lished ’till 1713, and the other not ’till 1730. This 
was taken notice of by Mr. Orthodsxo at cur meet- 
ing at the Pegafus, and an account given of it in our 
65th Journal. To this an anl'wer was returned, I fup- 
pofe by yrurfclf, tho’ not under your name, in a Lit- 
ter from the College in Moorfidds, to a gentleman in 4 
College near Ludgate, printed in the Courant , May 4. 
in the following words ; ‘ ParJ'on Melchisedeck fends 

* his fervice to you, andafi'ures you, that the blundering 

* fellow Ulrich D’Ypres has impos’d on the Town 

* a falfe piece of Chronology : for altho’ many of the 
‘ Parfon’s enemies had often abufed him with the op* 

* pro’orious title of Madman ; yet he never found out 

* that he wa3 King of Salem, ’till he had read the * Co- 
‘ dex, which was long after the time aflign’d by that 

‘ blunderbufs Ulrich.’ This, I own, was a 

good way of feeming to make fome excufe for a blun- 
der, which you could neither deny, nor defend : but a 
way which was more ingenious, than ingenuous. 

However, I had not revived the memory of this 
blunder, had you not thought fit to call leveral afper- 
fions upon the Society of Grub-flreet, in a Letter print- 
ed in the Daily Courant of laft tuefday. It has been 
a misfortune common to our Society with thofe of the 
two famous Univerfities, that feveral who were a fcan* 
dal to it whilit members, have endeavoured to {hew 
their little wit and learning in catting reflexions upon 
Us, after they had deferted us. This we therefore bore 
with patience, being little moved at the clamour and 
noife of fuch apoflates. But whenever any perfon of 
• worth 

* Gibfon’s Codex Juris Ecclejiajiici Anglicani , Qgc, 
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worth and charaXer, who formerly has been an orna- 
ment to our Society, abfents himfelffrom our meetings, 
and lets fall any reflexions againft us, we are fenfibly 
afiliXed at them. Efpecially when by the manner of 
his writing he fbews plainly to all the world, that he 
was once of our community ; and thereby gives an 
intimation, that he had juft reafons for quitting it. As 
this is the prefent cafe, I think myfelf obliged, in vin- 
dication of our whole fraternity, to make fome Obser- 
vations upon your late Later, in which you represent 
us as a numerous and difiordtrly rabble of Scribblers brought 
ir.to the field againfl the prefent Minifiry. 

It is really very hard, that this imputation fhould be 
lav'd againlt us, when we have carefully avoided Politi- 
cal Letters and Effays in our Journal ; and whenever we 
have touched upon fubjeXs of that nature, it has been 
only in relation to the argumentation and diXion, ufed 
by the Political Writers on either fide. And we take 
this imputation the more unkindly, becaufeit came juLl 
after the time, when we had in three iucceflive Jour- 
nals, placed the late celebrated Controverfy betwixt the 
Walpoleans and Pultneyans, in a true light, by 
fetting the objections and anfwers oppofite to one ano- 
ther in different columns. In - reading controverfiat 
writers, perfons being always inclined to one fide more 
than the other, are generally negligent in examining 
the arguments of both : and among them that do exa- 
mine them, it is a frequent complaint, that the writer 
who is read, like, the counfel who is heard, laft, feems 
to have the advantage. Upon both which accounts* 
we think our method the moll impartial and inftruXive ; 
and (ball therefore purfue it for the future in other 
con troverfies that may arile. And to this we are the 
more incouraged by the approbation, which, we hear, 
was publickly given to our Journals by fome very Great 
Perfons at Hampton-Court : neither do we at all re- 
gard the cenfures paffed upon us by fome party-men of 
different perfuafions. Thofe cenfures fhew a true party 
fpirit, which defues, that only the writings on one 
fide of the queflion fhould be read; and confirm us 
the more in the opinion of the reafonablenefs of our 
conduX aud method. 


We 
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We are al prefent, it is true, in a very odd fitua- 
tion : on one fide, you charge us with ‘ being engaged 
‘ by the goodnefs of pay, or the hopes of plunder, to 
* write againft the Minidry on the other, it is alTert- 
ed in the lad Craftfman , that ‘ the whole Province of 
1 Gru'o-flreet has been taken into double pay, upon this 
' important occafion, to write for the Miniltry.’ That 
one of thefe contradictory aflertions is not true, every 
one mud own at the firll repetition ; and that one of 
the accufations neceflarily clears us of the other : but a 
few words will foon make it evident that they are both 

falfe. The Province, or rather The States, of Grub* 

dreet, like thofe of Switzerland, never enter into any 
alliance odenfive and defenfive with any one contending • 
power, againil another; but wifely keep themfelves in 
an exa£l neutrality. At the fame time, their private 
Members are ready to irfgage on either lide for good 
pay, without ever inquiring into the merits of the 
caufe. And when thus ingaged, it mud be owned, 
they a <ft with great fidelity, encountering with as much 
earneitnefs and animo&ty, as if the caufe which they 
defended were their own. And as they perfedly un- 
derfland each others weapons, and way of managing 
them, the fight is generally very long and obdinate, 

and they feldom give any quarter. This may feein 

a little too barbarous in perfons of the fame fraternity : 
but it will appear lefs llrange if we confider two cir- 
cumftances. One is, that both parties amongft us, tho’ 
they employ thefe mercenaries, abfolurely deny that 
they do it; and dill upbraid each other with employ- 
ing them. The other, that thefe mercenaries them- 
felves difclaim the name of Grubeans, and obje<ft it to 
one another, by way of reproach. How this honour- 
able appellation came to be accounted a mark of infa- 
my, I lhall not at prefent inquire; defigning in a little 
time to communicate to the world a Dijfertaiion on 
this fubjeCt, wherein I have examined this matter to 
the bottom, and fully proved, that the title ol Gru- 
bcan is as reputable, as that of Academician in France, 
or of Fellow of any College or Society in Great Bri- 
tain. 

One thing is very remarkable, anl much for the re- 
putation 
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puttfion of our Society, That

‘ their pay, or the hopes of plunder.’ What effe&s 
the hopes if plunder may have upon them, neither you, 
nor I can guefs; tho* it can be but little upon thofe 
who require dayly more fubftantial diet, with which 
they cannot furnifh themfelves But as for th tgoodnefs of 
tbeir pay, I dare affirm it is fuch as cannot poffibly en- 
gage any number of mercenary forces : much lefs can 
it Support fo many as are included in your next aflerti- 
on ; * Nay, there is not a petty Poet that pops his 
‘ head up in Town, nor a Farce-writer, or Dealer in 
‘ Epigrams, but what they pick up, and oblige him to 

‘ turn his little talents againft the Government.’ To ’ 
maintain fuch a numerous and diforderly rabble of Scrib- 
blers, as you call them, feems to demand the 
affiftance of a Treafury ; and therefore it is out of the 
power of the difeontented Party . But fuppofe thefe 
Scribblers , without either money or cloaths, write for 
little or no pay, and in hopes of plunder ; are two Week- 
ly Papers fufficient to contain the productions of fuch a ' 
numerous rabble of Scribblers , of every petty Poet , Farce- 
writer, and Epigrammatijl in Town ? This is fo far 
from truth, that it has not the leaft probability. 

I mention only two Weekly Papers, becaufe I know * 
but of two that can with any juftice be aferibed to 
the difeontented Party, viz. The Craftfman and Fog's 
Journal : for it is with great partiality and injuftice, 
that you reprefent the Journal of our Society to be of 
the fame llamp. One main part of our defign is to 
criticize upon the produflions of modern Writers, 
chiefly our own members ; and to fhew the beauties or • 
defoimities of them, without any regard to the party 
of their authors. And we have more than once de- 
clared our readinefs to publifh any Pieces of wit, let 
them come from what quarter they will, provided they 
be not improper to appear for lome evident reafon.

* The following part of our Sd Journal, was thought 
this Letter, tho' publiihed in proper to be added here. 
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Of chi# we have given feveral remarkable inftances, 
particularly one in our 7 6 th Journal, which may very 
properly be mentioned here. — A very fmart Epigram , 
in the opinion of the Author* who was fufpefled to be 
HO lefs a man than M. D’ YraES, had appeared in the 
Daily Courant, June 11, againft D’ Anvers, Fog, 
and » the whole wit and fadre of which confid- 

ed in calling them in rime moft impudent, and dull. 
This Epigram the Society looked upon as a fine enco- 
mium on their Paper, and therefore reprinted it, with 
a genteel and courtly encomium upon three other 
Writers, by way of grateful return. 

Now, fince our Journal is properly neutral, aato the 
political, or rather minifterial controverfy i; there are 
bjut two Weekly Papers publifhed by writers of the 
djfcontented party. But then on the fide of the Mt- 
niftry, befide* the London Journal, and Read' s Jour- 
nal, the Bret Briton, Weekly Regijier, and Hyp- Debtor, 
there appear two or three minifterial Papers every week 
in the Daily Courants : fo that, generally fpeaking 
eight or nine Papers are publifhed every week in defence 
of the Miniftry.-— ^-Suppofing the Gmbcan Authors 
trould write in fuch a manner aa not to difcover the 
Society to which they have formerly belonged ; is it at 
all probable, that fo many of them can exert their ta- 
lents only in two Angle Papers, ? Is it not much mom 
likely, that foroe of them are employed likewife in the 
other nine i nay, that four or five times as many are 
ingaged in the latter as in the former ?

NEWS WITH REMARKS. 
Friday, Aug 27. On monday night Jail, about 
u o’clock, the rev Mr. Orator Henley was attacked, 
by two ftreet- robbers, but he made fo brave a defence, 
that the rogues thought fit to make off.

An Account of the great Vi fiery at Sea, obtained over tie 
Spanifh Fleet, by the Englifh, under the command of 
Sir George By ng in the year 1718: written by 
an Officer then on board the Barfleur. 

W E fet fail from Spithead, Jane 2, 1718, with 
a fquadron of 22 men of war, under the 
command of Sir George By nc, who hoifled the u- 
nion flag at the main top maft head, on board of his 
Majefty’s (hip the Barfleur. We proceeded without 
any confiderable adventure to the Streights mouth; 
and without going into Gibraltar made the befl of our 
way to Port Mahon, in the ifland of Minorca : where 
the Governor inform’d our Admiral, that the Spanifh 
fleet was failed for Palermo, intending for Medina, 
(both in Sicily) and from thence for Naples. But Ad- 
miral Bync, according to the marine proverb, that a 
fern chace is a long chace, did not chufe to follow 
them, but rather to meet them ; and made the bell of 
his way for Naples, and went to the fouthward of 
Sardinia, between that ifland and Sicily ; but faw no- 
thing of the Spanilh fleet. 

In our paflage from Sardinia to Naples, having fea- 
room and fine weather, the Admiral, willing to cxer- 
cife his ftiips and men, made a fignal for the line. 
And it was wonderfully pleafant to fee, how’ readily they 
were all in a right line, one a-ftern of another, with 
the wind upon the beam ; and immediately ail a bread: 
of one another before the wind j and by another fignal, 
all upon a wind with one tack aboard, and by the next 
fignal about (hip, and the other tacks aboard, &c. 
which was immediately perform’d, and with the great- 
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eft exailncfs. Then we parted into two fquadrons, 
and form’d an engagement, with every nian at his 
quarters, and all the aflions and motions, according to 
the fignal made by the Admiral to the other Ihips, or 
the word of command given in his own, as if it had 
been a real engagement with an enemy : and all to 
ry the readinefs of the officers and men to exercife 
According to fignals made, and orders given, and to 
prevent furprize or confulion, in cafe of a real attack. 

This done, we proceeded for Naples : where the 
Viceroy by firing guns, and the common people by 
making bonfires, &c exprefs’d their fatisfadf ion at our 
arrival in the bay The Viceroy further confirmed it 
on his part, by making us a prefent of fo much freflt 
beef and wine, as to amount to every foremall-man a 
piece and a bottle, and to every midfhip-man two, &c. 
in proportion to the ftation of the Tailors. 

From Naples we Hood to the fouthward, between 
the Calabrian coaft and the ifland of Stromboli ; and 
came to an anchor off of Melazzo, on the north coaft 
of Sicily, and a little to the weftward of the Fare of: 
Meffina, or the ftreight that lies between Calabria and 
Sicily * where our Admiral had intelligence, that the 
Spanilh fleet, confiding of 27 men of war, was gone 
from Palermo through the Fare to the fouthward ; and 
that the Marquefs Dr Lede, the Spanilh general was 
then at Meffina, which town the Spaniards had newly 
taken, but thecittadel Hill held out; againft which the 
Spaniards had two batteries of cannon now playing. 
Admiral Byng difpatch’d a proper perfon' to Meffina- 
to the Marquefs : but whatfoever the meffage, or the 
anfwer might be, the conlequence was, that our fleet 
was order'd to weigh anchor the next morning, as foon 
as day-light would permit. Accordingly on the 30th 
of July, we flood into the Fare of Meffina : and as the 
Spanilh batteries were then lying againft the citadel of 
Meffina, our Admiral brought the fleet into a line, our 
guns loaded, and all hands at quarters, at the ftarboard; 
guns, in cafe the Spaniards from the batteries had at- 
tack’d us in our paflage : but they did not, though we 
flood as clofeto the Ihore as the depth of water would 
permit. 

Being 
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Being paft them, and having heard, that the Spanilh 
fleet was gone to the fouthward towards Cape Paffaro ; . 

we ftood away to the fouthward, the Admiral making 
a fignal for the Superbe, the Charles-galley, the Kent, 
and the Eflex to chafe a head, to look out for the Spa- 
nifli fleet ; and in cafe the head moft fhip came in light 
of them, to let the Admiral know it by a fignal ap- 
pointed; which was, that the fhip that firft made the 
Spanilh fleet, Ihould let fly her top-gallant Iheets, which 
the Superbe, being head- moft, did, towards evening : 
upon which, orders were given to crowd all the fail 
we could for that night. 

And here I cannot forbear obferving, how diverting 
it was to over hear the debates that happen’d amongft 
the fore-maft men. Some, who would but the day 
before hold any wager, that we fhould not fire a gun 
in anger, have now quite different fentiments, and are 
not only fighting, but taking the Spanilh fhips. Some, 
that had got wine, brandy, or London beer, inviting 
their mefs- mates to participate as long as it lafted, left 
the bottles Ihould be broke, and the liquor fpilt in the 
engagement. And forae of. the wifeft, who had lifts of 
the Spanilh fleet, with their- number of men and guns, 

&c. went fo far as to determine how many w’e fhould 
take ; and alfo to calculate what every man’s {hare of 
the prize-money would amount to, and how much 
ready money they could fell it for at Portfmouth and 
Gofport, 

Having crowded fail all night, we found as the day 
approach’d, July ji, we advanced nearer to the Spanilh 
fleet ; and perceiv’d as if they were making for a line : 
whereupon our Admiral made a fignal for the line alfix. 

But they immediately feparated into two bodies*: of 
which the fmalleft part ftood towards Syracufe ; and 
the reft toward the fouth-eaft. Upon thh. Admiral 
Btnc difpatch d Commodore Matthews in the 
Grafton, with a detachment of our fhips, to cruize 
towards the coaft of Sicily : the main body of our 
fleet Handing after the main body of theirs ; with or- 
ders, that the firft of our fhips that came up with any 
of theirs, fhould fire a falute, viz. a gun with powder 
only, and to leeward, or on the contrary fide ; and

that if the Admiral faw reafon to engage, the Bar' 
fleur’s head chafe fhould be fired as a fignal. 

The Argyle man of war was the firft that came up 
with one of the Spaniards ; and as foon as he came 
along his fide, fir’d his falute to leeward, according to 
order. But whether the Spaniard miftook the falute, 
or had a mind to underftand that compliment as a 
challenge, he fired a broadfide upon the Argyle, which 
was the firft fhot fired. Upon which the Barfleur’* 
head chafe was fir’d as a fignal for our fleet to engage : 
and then every Englifh fhip apply’d himfelf to the Spa- 
niard he could moft conveniently come at ; the Argyle 
’ fired his broadfide : and now it may be faid the engage- 
ment is begun. 

Upon this, our Admiral made a fignal for the Kent 
and Superbe to chafe the Spanifh Admiral Casticna- 
ta, in the Grand Philip. And the Kent, which was 
the firft that came up with him, attack’d him to lee- 
ward ; while the Superbe kept his luff, and got to 
windward of him, and lay by at a diftance to wait the 
event of the Kent’s engagement : for they could not 
both engage him at once, on contrary fides, left their 
random fhot fhould damage each other. But the Kent, 
tho’ he had weaken’d him, yet not able to take him, 
bore away ; and the Superbe bore down, engaged him 
afrefh, and after a Ihort conflidl took him ; 11 ruck his 
white flag, and fent it aboard of the Barfleur, as a cer- 
tain teftimony of hisviftory. The Dorfetfhire man of 
war engag’d the Santa Rofa ; but night coming on, 
they both lay by, and when day light advanc’d, the 
Dorfetfhire renew’d the attack, and after a fhort difpute 
made her his prize. 

Wdtook 12 Spanifh (hips of the line, one ftore-fhip 
laden with arms, and three laden with provifions. We 
alfo burnt three men of war, two fire- (hips, twobomb- 
veflels, and a fattee ; without any confiderable damage 
to any one of our own Ihips. The Barfleur, who was 
attack’d by two Spanifh fhips at a time, had but one 
man kill’d, the Dorfetfhire none 5 the Superbe, who 
took the Spanifh Admiral, had orly five men kill’d ; 
and the Grafton, who loft the moft, loft only thirteen. 

It 
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It may be thought ftrange, that we fhould take and 
burn fo many Spar.ifh (hips, notlofing one of our own, 
and with fo inconfiderablc a lofs of men. But if we 
compare the feveral circumllances on both Tides, our 
wonder will ceafe. For by our Admiral’s conduit iu 
exsrcifmg his men before-hand, we had fcarce one ufe- 
lefs man in the fleet; and our refolution to light up- 
on the firft fignal, gave us a great advantage over our 
adverfaries. On the other hand, the confufton the 
Spaniards were in at the firft fight of os, was very- 
great; and fo was their mifmanagement in pointing 
their guns. To this we may add the weight of our 
metal, to ait on the offenfive part ; and the weaknefs of 
their (hips, to ait on the defenfive. All this made it 
no great difficulty to break into their fleet; which when 
we had done, and taken fome of their (hips, it was 
reafonable to judge, that if their once united fleet could 
not withftand us, it was in vain for their fcatter’d re- 
mains to attempt it. 

Our orders were, that in cafe we (hould be feparated 
by engaging (as indeed it happen’d) the bay of Syra- 
cufe ffiould be the place of rendezvous ; to which 
place we all made the bed of our way, as foon as the 
engagement was over: where, in a fmall time, we 
nude up our fleet, with the prizes and prifoners we 
had taken, who after a few days lying there were dik 
poi'ed of according to the Admiral s orders.

I T is probable you may be much furprifed, both at 
my name, and at the place from which my Epiftle 
ci rnes ; and wonder at this beginning of an acquaintance 
f;otn this lower world , which, however, I am in great 
hopes, you will not fail to incourage and promote Di- 
vers perfons have undertaken to give a defcriptionof this 
place ; but, as they had never been here themfelves, 
nor receiv’d any exaft information from thofe who had,, 
their accounts have been always very falfe, or at leaft 
very imperfeff The be ft are thofe of Homer, Vir- 
gil, and Lucian: but in all three there are great 
miftakes, with which I fhall acquaint you in the pro- 
grefs of this correfpondfcnce. — If the Ancients were 
thus miftaken, who were frequently aflifted by dreams 
and vifions, how erroneous murt the relations of the 
Moderns be, who have been almoft intirely deftitute of 
l'uc ways of revelation ! ’Tis true, the Moderns have 
dre rrted as well as the Ancients: but the dreams of the 
former have been generally the effect of the fumes of 
indigefled liquor; not like thofe fober tegular dreams of 
the latter, in the den of Trophonius. 

There have been many Letters, I know, written 
from tie dead to tbe living, by perfons who might juft- 
]y be looked upon as dead, fince they feemed to have 
no real life nor foul in them : but fince they bad cer- 
tain!) fome fmall remains of bodily life, and wrote 
concerning the Dead, with no other view but to keep 
themfelves alive ; there is no reafon to depend upon 
the accounts of fuch hr pocritical perfons, even fuppo- 
fing that they could not be difproved. But I fhall, in 
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the fcquel of this correfpondence, evidently convidf 
thefe perfons of fuch notorious untruths, as no man 
who was really dead could have uttered ; and no man*, 
one would think, who was alive, and had his fenfes 
could ever have believed. 

One thing, in which thefe writers generally agree,, 
and which is certainly true, is this, That perions have 
the fame delires and inclinations, the fame ffudies and 
puriuits here below, which they had above. 

In confequence of which, I am to inform you of a 
fecret, never before communicated to the upper regi*. 
ons, That we have here eftablifl ed in thefe lower a 
regular Grubean Society We are lituated at the foot 
of the Elyfian Parnaffus : and as we are fo near our 
enemies, fevcral of our members are continually en- 
deavouring to defert us, by climbing up towards them ;

mained as a precious relique to be admired and reve- 
renced by all future Grubeans. 

Thofe gentlemen who were members of your Soci- 
ety, and likewife of that at Crane- court, fpend the 
time in a very agreeable manner ; one while reading 
Le&ures upon cockle IheUs, and other great curiofi- 
ties; and at another, taking the diverfion of hunting 
butter flies in the Eiyfian Fields. But thofe who once 
belonged to the Fraternity in Warwick lane, are under 
a voluntary confinement ; not caring to converfe much 
. amonglt the other Shades* being often infuited by 
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thofe whor were once their patients in your world, and 
upbraided with dispatching them into this much Sooner 
than they deft red 

As to Poets, we are prodigioudy over docked with 
them, infomuch that we are forced to divide them into 
feveral daffes, of Epic, Dramatic. Lyric, Satiric, &c. 
according to that fpecies of Poetry to which they 
were moft addidted. Of thefe, that univerfal Genius 
Mr. Dan. Defoe, lately arrived, raifes our admiration 
here, as much as he did yours, when alive Among 
other things, he frequently entertains us with accounts 
of the various ways of diverting the living world with 
News papers, an amufement altogether unknown in 
the age of Avcustus. He azures us, that he himfelf, 
at one and the fame time, wrote two celebrated Papers r 
one on the Whig, and the other on the Tory fide, 
with which each Party was extremely well pleafed 
He likewife often makes us merry with the dexterity 
and management of Book-fellers, in putting off their 
Authors from time to time, with little or no money ; 
and their heavy Copies, with new-vamp’d Title pages. 
Advertisements, Puffs, &c But Mr. B the late fa- 

mous Book feller approaches me, and it is not proper 
he fhould fee this.

Some Observations concerning Arrefi; and Imprifon- 

ment. 

A R R E S T.] Inftead of arrejling, the cuftom a- 
mong the ancient Greeks and Romans, was 
(*>.m jeuety, in jus vocare ) to cite or fummon s as it is, 
at this day, among the Turks ; and was, originally, in 
England, as appears by the ftyle of our Common-pleas 
Declarations yet in ufe ; all which run. Such a one 
fummonitus Juit ad refpondendum. And therefore, in 
former times, there was no Capias, but only in a£tf- 
ons, d£uare vi isl amis ; where, after judgment, there 
was a Capias alfo, pro fine, for the King againft the 
criminal, as well as for fatisfaft ion of the party. — — 
The practice of arrefting men’s bodies, and taking them 
in execution for debt, is grounded on 25 Ei>. III. 
in vindication of which (latute, it is alledg'd, again ft 
thofe who condemn imprifonmcnt for debt as impoli- 
tic, that, without arrefts, there would be no getting 
iit of baa debts. But the contrary hereof feems to be 
countenanc’d by the pradlice of the wifeft nations ; and 
appears from the force, which is plainly feen in the 
Subpoenas in’ the High Court of Chancery ; which be- 
ing left at the houfe by a meffenger, and oath made of 
the fervice, the Defendant is compeli’d to come into 
the Court, and aniwer the Plaintiff, as effe&ually as if 
. . O l he 
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he had expended five pounds on an arreft s for fo . 
much, notwithftanding the late regulations, will an ar- 
reft fometimes come to ; what with the civility-money, 
as the Bailiffs call it, and what with the fees ; which is 
no fmall grievance both to the Plaintiff and Defendant. 
2 t is fad to think, that about the City of London, and 
parts adjacent, there are above 700 Bailiffs, moft of 
whom have one, two, or three followers ; and thefe 
all live on the miferies of the unfortunate. Whereas, 
were thefe officers abolifhed, and Arrefts changed into 
Summons, with five or ten {hilling (lamps } it could 
hardly fail of bringing in a conftant revenue of 50 
or 60,000 1 . a year, perhaps double the money ; and 
the debtor, as well as the creditor, much eafed in the 


mu- 

IMPRISONMENT.] Imprifonment for Debt 
is by fome thought to be againft all the rults and max - 

ins of fublit and private polity and intertft. 

The public feems to be a lofer by it : great numbers of 
its skillful and able members being thereby (1.) at 
be ft,, cut off, by either pining away in ufelefs mifery ; 
or flying, for fear of it, into foreign countries : (2.3 
and, fometimes, made the main engines of fubverting 
a government. Of how great moment, in the ba- 
lance of affairs, men in debt may be, is evident from' 
the account of David’s followers in Holy Writ, and 
thofe of Catiline and Spartacus in profane Hfc 
ftory ; and that great mutiny of the Roman people,, 
that occafioned the ejection of their protefting Tii- 
bunes. And if, in thofe times, the fear only of being 
dunned and fued was fo dangerous to States; how 
tnuch more liable to fuch defperate enterprizes are thofe, 
where the terrors of bodily imprifonment and fair op- 
portunity meet together ? As to the creditor, he is 

not like to be a gainer by it. All means of fatisfaftion 
muft arife out of the debtor’s labour and induftry, or 
his credit and eftate : but all thefe, except the laft, are 
immediately loft by imprifonment ; and that ferves on. 
ly to fnpply its owner, without any regard to the Cre- 


ditor. 

On thefe confiderations, it is likely, this cuftom hat 
generally been difcountenanced in all civilised nations. 
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•—By the law of Moses, the debtor was only obli- 
ged to become the fervant of the creditor, who was 
to take his wages for the debt ; but with thefe three 

E rovifoes : tft, That the debtor ihould not ferve as a 
ond-flave, but as an hired fervant, (Lev. xxv. 39, 
40.) zdly, That the creditor ihould be fo far from 
having the power of impriioning the body of the 
debtor, that he ihould not rule over him with rigour, 
(ver. 43.) 3dly, That he ihould be releafed after fix 
years iervice, and fent away with a liberal reward of 
iheep, corn, and wine, (Deut. xv. 12, 13, 14.) In 
the Pandeff, which is a collection of the choiceft In- 
fiitutions, both of the Greeks and Romans, it is a 
maxim, That in the condemnation of perions, who 
are fentenced to fatisfy to the utmoll of their ability, 
not all they have is to be violently extorted from them ; 
but fuch confideration is to be taken of them, that they 
may not want; according to that decifion of Solomon, 
(Prov. xxii. 27 ) If thou haft not to pay, toby fhoutd he 
take thy bed from under thee P and agreeable to the 
praftice of later times, (1.) in Holland, no man is 
compelled to pay further than his eftate will run, and 
that with Chriftian confideration of his wife and fa- 
mily. (2.) In Flanders, when anyone finds his cre- 
ditors hard upon him, and himfelf infolvent at that 
time ; on his petition, the Parliament of that DiftriCt 
allows their protection for three, four, or five years, for 
him to pay his debts: during which time the debtor 
has his liberty to ufe his induftry to repair his broken 
fortune, and to clear all his juft debts. (3. ") In Spain 
and Italy, no man is detained in prifon for debt above 
a year and a day ; in which time the creditors have 
power to fell the eftate of the debtor ; which being 
done, and the wife’s dower taken out for the relief of 
her and her children, the reft is divided, and the debt- 
or is free from thofe debts for ever, and his body re- 
leafed at the year’s end. This for the meaner fort : 
but for the gentlemen and perfons of quality, their 
bodies are not to be touch’d, nor by any means to be 
imprifon’d for debt, only the eftate is liable to fatisfaCli- 
on; yet with a refervation of fuch neceflary things as 
honour, honefty, or humanity may challenge: and 

therefore 
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therefore the per/on, arms, or appare!, bed and cham- 
ber of a foldier are not liable to feizure; and the like 
provifion is made for other gentlemen of quality. 
(4.) In Germany, indeed, they are very fevere in fet- 
ting fuch a brand on a bankrupt’s reputation, as {hall 
eafily take from him the opportunity of abufing others :

T H E Proceflion in your Journal of the laft week 
has puzzled great numbers of my fellow prifo- 
ners ; and I hear, that the inhabitants of the Cities of 
London and Weltminfter, with the other fuburbs, are 
under as great difficulties to know the meaning of it, 
as we are in this. It feemed at firft to be a representa- 
tion of a Lord Mayor’s Show ; and if it be interpreted 
literally, it may pafs forfuch, but this can only be among 
illiterate perfons, it being full of inconfiftencies and 
abfurdities. Of this number are the two Horjlesm the 
firft row of figures ; the five Marjbah on horfe-back in 
the fecond, third, and fourth rows ; the ltd Horfe in 
the fifth. Sec. I think it therefore abfolutely neceflary 
to have recourfe to the allegorical interpretation! 
which I don’t doubt will make it plainly appear to be 
a prophetical, figurative, and typical reprefentation of a 
proceflion of Printers, Book tellers. Authors, &c. to 
be fome time or other wonderfully exhibited to the 
view of the whole Town. 

In the firft place march the Pioneers, as they are 
there called : whom, being deceived by the name, I at 
firft took for Critics, who are properly the pioneer* 
of learning j and imagined them to be led by the moft 
ancient of Critics, as their Captain, and the rear to 
be brought up Lieutenant Omicron, the unborn Poet. 
But a Printer, who is a fellow prifoner, allured me, 
that they were certainly Printers, Publifhers, and 
Hawkers. And when I objeded, that fome of them 
looked rfiore like Devils than men ; he faid. That con- 
firmed part of his conjedure , the diminutive figures 
being 'phmty Devils, who attend upon Printers, and 
run on. their errands. They are led by F Cl jfe- 

TONj, 
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ton, Elq; the renowned Bloody Murder Printer, and 
the rear brought up by D. Prattf. The next fi- 

gures are two Horfes belonging to a Book-feller, famous 
for the management of Horfes, as well as News-papers, 
being a frequenter of races. One of thefe Horfes it 
ltd, as to a race, by a neighbouring Book feller, in 
the habit of a groom ; who being well mounted, has 
the opportunity of being an Univerfal Spectator of all 
thatpafies. Which three figures, viz. the Rider, and 
the two Horfes , are likewife a fignificant emblem of 2 
Book-feller aud his Authors, whom he leads, and rides 
as he pleafes. And here, I think, the Drawer ha9 
fhevvn himfelf to be a very great arcift, in placing the 
Rider in fuch a manner, that he feems to lead and to 

ride both Horfes at one and the fame time. Of 

the three Servants who follow thefe Horfes , the firft, 
who has a pipe in his hand, which, as being juft filled, 
he (tops with his thumb, is a frequenter of CofFee- 
houfes, in order to pick up Articles of News, and, in 
a I'carcity, to make fome ; which are always introdu- 
ced with We bear, or We are informed. The fccond is 
employed to colled fuch News as is generally talked 
of, and of greater certainty ; which is either direflljr 
affirmed, or begins with We are affurtd. The third 
is aprocurer of Advertifcments. 

The firft figure of the fecond row is the famous 
Book-feller himfelf, on horfeback, holding in his hand 
a London Evening-Pojl, rolled up in the form of * 

truncheon. He is followed by three Authors, with 

mufical inftruments in their hands, playing the tunes 
which he has ordered : the Fall of whom, founding 2 
trumpet, puffs the fame of the books printed by him, 
and his partners. - The next confpicuous figure is 
Captain Gulliver, with a large feather in his hat f 

which reprefents the Grub-Jlreet ’Journal. He is 

followed by Mr and Mr as firft and 

fecond Lieutenant : who together with him lead three 
bands of Book- fellers, concerned in three different 
Journals, which they have all taken arms to defend. 

In the third row, the firft figure reprefents Mr. Foe, 
mounted upon a white hovfe, formerly Mr. Mist’s; 
which feeming to abate fomething of his mettle; he-

that thou lhould’ft thus expofe thyfclf, and betray the" 
caufe thee pretendeft to efpoufe. It grieveth me alfo, 

that 
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that I fhouldlayout fix pence fo ill, in the purchafe of 
thy book ; to be under the temptation of mifpending 
my time, and lofing my patience. I allure thee, I af- 
fure thee, I Ihould be loth any of my neighbours Ihould 
be fuch lofers by it :T do think, therefore, to publilh 
this our Conference ; for which purpole I have writ a 
letter to my Friend Bavius, whofe righteous foul is 
fore vexed with every abomination.

2.) which bore the fruit of the former year 
all winter ; and That was then fit to eat, when the 
ordinary trees were hardly beginning to put forth leaves 
(Matt, xx iv. 32. Mark xiii. 28.) at lead five months be. 
lore their fruit would be ripe. (Bap. pifatbin. fol. 52. 2. 
Hitrof. Sbeviitb, fol. 3$- 4.) Nay fome of thofe ever- 
greens bore their fruit to the third year e’er they ri- 
pen’d (Genar, Hitrof. (J G)»Jf. ad Sbevittb, c. 5. h. 1 .) 
wonderfully anfwering, in the parable of the fig-tree, 
(Luke xiii. 6.) to the three years, the Lord of the vine- 
yard came feeking fruit on it, and finding none : wh ch 
was aHo much about the time, that Chrift had now ex- 
ercifed his publick miniftry, and preached amongft the 
Jews. So that, by a fair account of this matter, there 
appears an admirable harmony in the feveral reprefen- 
tations of the Evangelifts, and a rational ground for * 
parabolical interpretation.

S I R, 

S INCE Converfation is every where chiefly car- 
ried on for the fake either of diverfion, or inilruft- 
ion ; whoever hath the happy talent of contributing at 
once to both thefe ends, hath obtained the true art of 
pleafing in Converfation. Wife and learned men of all 
ages and nations have frequently made ufc of a diverting 
tale to convey moral inftruftion, and thereby never 
failed to gain the applaufe and admiration of all people* 
Now, Sir, as the vulgar ignorant, as well as the more 
refined thinking part of mankind, are naturally ambiti- 
ous of imitating what they admire, it is no wonder 
that Story-telling is become fo general a mode : but it 
is fomewhat flrange, that fo very few hit upon the true 
engaging and delightful method of entertaining an au- 
dience in the way, which is capable of being made the 
moll agreeable part of Converfation. 

The qualifications which form a good Story-teller, 
according to the Inttlligencer, are * good fenie, true 
* humour, a clear head, a ready command of language, 
• and a variety of proper gefture.’ It is not only 
very feldom, that we meet with all thefe accompli/h- 
ments in one perfon, but we often have the misfortune 
to hear ftory-tellers without any of them : and, what 
is a very melancholy reflection, thefe pretenders will 
not be brought to know, that nothing betrays their 
want of parts fo much, as an unskilfulnefs in this art, 
whenever they are fo weak as to, endeavour to fhine in 
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it. X think. Sir, you will, deferve well of the publidr, 
if you can propagate this truth ; and many hundreds of 
the good people of Great Britain will be obliged to you 
for your pains in this matter : for upon a very fair cal- 
culation it appears, that of two thoufand profeffed Sto- 
ry-tellers, there are but four and twenty that are in any 

wife qualified. It is a moil grievous thing, that 

we can have no redrefs by Law for the barbarous treat- 
ment our ears and underftandings receive from the/e 
empty pretenders ; who, without any regard to per- 
fons, or place, and with- the moll exalted affurance, 
affault our fenfes, and difturb our peace. I heartily wifh 
fome condign punilhment was appointed to reftrain. 
men from thefe inhuman liberties : but as I do not ex- 
pert that will foon be, for fome reafons not proper to 
be here named, I beg your patience whillt I point out 
fome few of the innumerable errors and failings among 
Story-tellers. 

The Intelligencer hath divided thefe Gentlemen into 
feveral Gaffes, one of which he ftiles the Infipid or 
Soporijicki very juftly, as the members of it diffufe the 
very quinteffence of Opium among their hearers. X 
have known feveral people, who were troubled with a 
Purer Poeticus, and other forts of deliriums, thrown 
into a found llcep in fifteen minutes ; and a Captain of 
a man of war, who had borne the roaring of cannons 
in feveral engagements, with a Angular intrepidity, 
fairly ftunned with a broadfide of the empty founds of 
expletives and digreffions. 

It is very ftrange to obferve, what an extravagant, 
fuperfluous expence of words the people of this nation 
are generally at, for the fake of lengthening of ftories, 
and fhortening of time j and for the trying of their own 
breath, and other people’s patience : and it is equally 
aftonifhing, to hear a man play off words inceffantly 
for ten minutes and more, without the leaft appearance 
of a meaning : and yet this is not more ftrange than 
true, I believe I need not fear contradiftion. — The 
ears of many of his Majefty’s well-difpofed fubje&s, I 
dare fay, will tingle at the very remembrance of ex- 
amples. For my own part, I always tremble, when I 
hear a ftory beginning with a Wbat d'ye think ? — >

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I'll tell you xohat, — — and fuch like ufelefs exordiums. 
Thcfe are certain indications of a very empty head, 

and a very filly fequel abounding with — And fo's 

And then's — And upon that's — As I faid btfort — And fo 
to make fl>ort of my ftory ; with many other foporiferous 
unmeaning expletives. There are fome of the Inftpids, 
who, being a very merry fet of empty animals, inftead 
of ufing thefe articulate expletives, fupply the place of 
fenfe with Abderian laughter ;< performing at once the 
equally difagreeable parts of troublefome, impertinent 
orators, and noify auditors, bellowing upon themfelves 
the applaufc which their infenfible hearers omit giving 
them. If Democritus was alive in thefe our unre- 
flcdling days, I dare fay, he would be out of counte- 
nance with his philofophy, after a few evenings conver- 
fation with his modern difciples. The violent and un- 
accountable eruptions of thefe alert Gentlemen gene- 
rally raife our expeditions fo much, that their lloriet 
null be, what they feldom are, very diverting indeed, 
if: they gain a fmile from any one, except therelaters:

Another divifion of this Clafs feem to think them- 
felves guilty of a heinous crime, if they omit cne fyl- 
lible that belongs to the tranfadlion with which they 
are entertaining us. The ftrain thefe Story-tellers ge- 
nerally. run in is — So fays /, 'Tis Jo — Says he , It is not 
■—Says I again. It is — Says he. You lye— Says I, You 
Ije, hfe. isfe. &e. &c. 

As difagreeable as this ftile is, I think there is another, 
peculiar to the fraternity, which equals it; occafioned 
by a bad memory, either natural or acquired. They 
who are naturally forgetful ought neverthelefs to re- 
member, that they are no more qualified for ftory-telling-, 
than they are for lying. But if a defire to be taken 
notice of, will, contrary to reafon, induce them to 
utter relations which they have almoft forgotten ; let 
me beg of them never to flrive at being exafi, either 
in the names of perfons, or places, or dates of time. 
Xi was lately with a Gentleman, as unhappy in his me- 

- inoryj 
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mory, as in the itch for ftory-telling : he amongft other 

things informed me, that - Mr. what d'ye tall him, 

be that married Mr. Thin gum's daughter — why ? y 0U 

knew bis name Well enough — I have feen you in his com - 
feny more than twenty times— Pijb ! why, / can think 
if bis name readily enough fometimes : hut J have the 
mjl treacherous memory of any mortal , &c. Thus my 
friend went on, plaguing both himfelf, and me, half 
an hour, in recolle&ing Mr. what d'ye call him's, and 
Mr. ‘Tbingum's true names ; which at the end proved 
to be of no ufe to the ttory. I do not know a better 
remedy for this misfortune, than may be found in the 
Memoria Technica of our very learned country-man Dr. 
Grey; to which I referr ail perfons having naturally 

bad memories. But as fome become nufances to 

company, by having acquired bad memories through 
heedleffnefs and inattention ; I propofe they fhould re- 
peat every (lory, which they intend to relate, three 
times together by themfelves, without a blunder, be- 
fore they prefume to offer it to any company. 

In the foporifek or infipid Clafs there is a great party 
of Atheiftical immoral creatures ; who lengthen their 
relations with the fafhionable Dam-me's , Rot- me' s, iffc. 
I am forty to fay, no expletives are more frequent ; 
and I believe, that moft people will agree, that they are 
the moft arrogant, impertinent, and empty, as well as 
profane ornaments, that ever appear in converfation.

T H E firft Piece (occafioned by the oppofition 
made by fome Clergy- men to the Inoculation of 
the Cmall-pox) reprefents the Clergy as enemies to ufe. 
fui difcovcrics in Phyfic > of which three inftances a r c 
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produced. A few Ihort Notes are added, to take off 
the virulence of the inve&ive. 

Mr. Bavius, 

I H A V E a great veneration for your ingenious So- 
ciety, and Jhould efteem being enroll'd a member, 
above the honour of a Lambeth degree : your Journals 
I much admire ; which (as indeed every Paper of late) 
give us accounts of the magnificent feafts and diverfions, 
with which our nobility drive to out- do each other, in 
regaling the illuftrious ftranger [the Duke; of Lorrain] 
now in Town. . 

In return, I (hall give you a relation of the Duke of 
Bucki ncham’s reception at the court of France, when 
Ambaffador extraordinary fromK. Charles II. in the 
year 1670. What I fend you is copied from a paper, 
which I found fome time ago in the dofet of an old de« 
ceafed kinfman, who was a courtier in that polite reign, 
and went over with his Grace on that occafion. But the 
better to fupportthe authority of my Manufcript, let us 
take along withuswhat Mr. Eachard fays on that affair, 
which in his own words is : ‘ The Duke was received at 
« the French court with all poffible demonftrations of e- 
« deem and favour. All the forces about Paris were drawn 
« up, and exercifed in his prefence; Masks and Balls, Co- 
• medies and Operas were prepar’d, and likewife a re- 
* prefentation of a fea-fight in the canal at Verfailles, 
* all for his diverfion ; and the Kmc gave him divers 
* rich prefents, and made a publick feaft on St. Lewis’s 
* day, principally upon his account.’ The Ambaffador 
himfelf, in a letter to the Earl of Arlington, dated 
Aug. 15, 1670, tells him, ‘ If 1 had had the good 
* fortune to bring my Lord Falconbridce’s fecreta- 
« ry along with me, he would have entertained your 
* lordfhip with a whole fheet of paper, full of the 
* particulars of my reception, for I have had more ho- 
« nouia done me, than ever were given to any fubjeft.* 
So far the Hiftorian. 

Now to the Manufcript, which begins with the ex- 
ercice of the Gens d’ armes confiding of 30,000 roerf, 
all very richly accouter’d. Thefe military divertife- 
nvnt* took up three days: the iff, in ftorming the fort 

- Sabo- 
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Sabonaire ; the 2d, in reprefenting the battle of Lans j 
the 3d, in military revelling; the Kixg treating hi* 
whole army with a magnificent dinner, and allowing 
to each folaier three bottles of wine. — The night after 
was a&ed a Play in a cyprefs grove near Verfailles, by 
20 marquifles and io ladies of great quality. The 
frames of the feats were covered with filver, and the 
ftage with a cloth of tiflue. The /eats were made of 
poli/h’d ebony, the cuihions of crimfon fatin embroi- 
der’d; there were too performers on inftrumental mu- 
fick, and the vocal confifted of women and eunuchs, 
each one hundred ; the place was illuminated by near 
500 chryftal candlefticks, each holding 24 candles.— 
The fucceeding night was fpent on the water, which 
was a moft glorious fight, hardly to be equall’d. The 
Kino’s brigantine was row’d by an too Blacks in rich 
habits ; their waifleoats were cloth of filver, breeches 
crimfon fatin embroider’d ; they had filk ftockings, 
and fandals of fatin, laced ; red fatin caps, cover’d 
with plumes of a white and red mixture ; they were 
lock’d to the benches with filver chains, and between 
each two was fix’d a flambeau of twelve inches circum- 
ference. On the poop was plac’d a mafly filver llatue 
of Neptune on the back of a dolphin ; in one hand 
he held the King’s ftandard, in the other (a token of 
fubje&ion) his trident revers’d. On the ftern was the 
King’s ftatue of the fame rich metal, but embellilh’d 
with jewels of great value : one hand contain’d a ter- 
reftrial globe, the other a naked fword. The royal 
chair, cover’d with gold, and enamell’d, was rais’d up- 
on three afeents, and the rich canopy over it was fup* 
ported by 1 2 filver ftatues, reprefenting the 12 Peers 
of France; the Dauphin fate on the King’s right 
hand, the Duke of Buckingham on his Jleft. Next 
follow’d the Queen’s barge, row’d by 50 Spaniards; 
then the Dauphin’s, row’d by 50 Flemings ; and 
then the Duke’s, by as many Hollanders, on the poop 
of which was plac'd the figure of a Dutcb-man 
aftride on a red-herring, holding in one hand a piece 
of Poor-John, in the other fome bread and butter. 
After thefe follow’d 50 noblemen’s barges with 1 2 oars 
each, On the flwrc ttogd 500 trumpets, with 100 

kettle- 
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kettle-drums. On the banks of the river were fix’d 
2900 flambeaux ; the fire-works play’d for four hours 
together, with fuch amazing brightnefs, that the very 
skies feem’d to be in flames. —The fucceeding night his 
Grace was entertain’d by the King at Fountainbleau, 
with a ball and banquet in pavillions. The firft tent 
was hung with filver tiffue, and the dancing-place with 
purple velvet, embroider’d with filver ; the feats were 
of brafii, and the culhions of cloth of gold; the mufick 
confided of ioo violins, and the illumination was 50 
filver candlefticks, holding 4 lights apiece. Another 
tent was hung with crimfon velvet, embroider’d with 
gold, and deep gold fringes ; in this were 50 filver 
branches double hatched, and each containing 48 can* 
dlellicks. The wax, of which the tapers were made,, 
was mix’d up with civet and ambergreafe ; the tables 
were of burnifh’d filVer, and the banquet ferv’d up on 
plates of maffy gold ; the fwrtt-meats were the choiceft 
that France and Italy could furnilh, and in fuch profu- 
fton, that after the Court (which confided of 1000 

E rfons,) were fufficed, there was as much of the deffert 
t, as, 500 men could carry ofF, which the King or- 
der’d to be thrown amongft the commonalty. *The 
tents were all covered with cedar ; the courtiers drefles 
futeable to the occafion. His Majefly had a very rich 
fute on, the buttons of which were exceeding fine 
pearls; his fword and belt were fee with pearls and dia- 
monds to the value of 40,000 pidoles, of which he 
made a prefent to the Dure before all that noble afiem- 

bly. Here the Narrative is much defac’d, and not 

further legible j however I fancy, on the perufal of 
this, the eyes of your readers will be no longer dazzled 
„ with the glaring accounts of the many fumptuous feafts 
made for his Serene Highkess, who will probably 
be one day the firft Prince in Europe ; when they find 
by this relation, what exceeding polite and expenfive 
entertainments, mix’d with the higheft magnificence 
and honours, were given in the laft century, even to 
a fubjett of England.

A LT HO' the following Letter, fent at a time 
when it could not conveniently be inferted in our 
Journal, was written above a year ago : yet, it is not 
doubted, but the fame of the Laureat, which con- 
ftantly receives an annual augmentation at this feafon, 
will render this Piece acceptable now to the public. 

Mr. Bavius, 

T H E entertaining account you gave us, in your 
46th Journal, of the rites and ceremonies prac- 
tifed at the inauguration of a Poet Laureat, under the 
pontificate of Leo X. occafioned my falling into feve- 
ral relle&ions upon the prefent ftate of Engl ifli Poetry, 
th$; injudicioufnefs of patrons, and the proper methods 
of retrieving the honour of the Mufes, and relloring 
the moll elegant of all the fciences to its antient luftre 
and reputation ; which difpofed me for thp following 
dream or vifion, when I went to bed. 

I fancied myfelf walking up and down in the fhady 
groves of Pamaflus, amidft a very large company , of 
Poets of all nations and languages j of whom few made 

T 3 a better 
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a better figure than thofe of the Englilh. I had not 
long wandered in this agreeable fcene, before l'ome of 
ihefe wellcomed my arrival in the moil obliging manner, 
and with the moil ienfible deni onft rations of joy, for the 
acceflion of a new brother and affociate to thofe delight- 
ful regions of ferenity and repofe. For they made me 
to underftand, that the little grudges and heart-burn- 
ings of jealoufy, and that narrownefs of foul with 
Twhich paltry- mortals are fo much upon the fret at the 
thoughts of a rival, are unknown to the more candid 
and exalted fpirits of ParnafTus ; who think a partnerfhip 
of fame, and the immortality it gives, an accumulation 
of their happinefs. I never was fo much mortified 
with not being in reality what I was taken for, as now ; 
nor fo heartily regretted any thing, as that I had not 
purfued fuch elevated and refined ftudies, as might have 

entitled me to a place in fo much good compaay. . 

However, before I undeceived them as to their favour- 
able conceptions of me, I prefumed to enquire, whe- 
ther any of our nation had of late been thought worthy 
to be admitted among them ; becaufe they feemcd to 
entertain with fo much pleafure the acceflion of a youth-, 
who had a jufter opinion of himfelf, than to think he 
had a title to the great honour they were pleafed to do 
'him. To which it was anfwered, that, on what ac- 
count they knew not, but the Englilh genius, they apu 
prehended, had very much declined. For a great 
number of our Country-men had made pretenflons to 
'their Society of late ; but for want of good credentials, 
they were Hill rejedled. Why, alafs ! then. Gentle- 
men, I replied, it is no fmall affliction to me to be 
obliged to declare to you, that I am not the happy per- 
• fon you miftake me for. This is but an excurfion into 
thefe flowery regious, like the accidental adventures of 
my Mufe : I am not fo fortunate as to be free of your 
company, and enrolled a Parnaffian ; for, being no 
profefled Poet, how fhould I obtain the privileges of 
your community under the hand of Apollo ? 

Upon this, a venerable Bard, whom I now appre- 
hended to be the great Dryben, whofeafpedt carried 
fomething more augull, fince his Apotheofis, as I may 
call it y than, all the pictures he drew of himfelf, du- 
ring 
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ring his ftate of mortality : Why, Brother, for I will cal! 
you fo, it is a greater indication of merit, as well a 9 
more truljr honourable, to decline honours, than to court 
them with never fo much fuccefs : nor is he the lefs to be 
efteemed a Poet who can write, and does not, or who 
conceals what he has written, either out of modelly, or 
want of ambition. What further pafled betwixt us, I 
fhall not prefume to mention : but our conference was 
foon interrupted by a furprizing damour, which a- 
fcended the mountain r when approaching nearer, we 
heard, Make way there for the noble Laureat of 
Great Britain ! This drew oar curiofity to know, who 
this illutlrious perfonage fhould be, and the reception 
Apollo would give him. Big with this expeftation, 

' we were carried to the prefence-room, where his Par- 
naffian Majefty gives audience, and determines the pro* 
tendons of the candidates for the laurel. 

We were no fooner arrived, than the undaunted Bri- 
tifh Bard was introduced to his Majefty ; and, with an 
air of confidence, challenged the laurel, as inconteft- 
ably his own : which was attended with a general ac- 
clamation of all the fcouts and fcavengers of ParnalTus, 
and did not contribute a little to the elevation of his 
creft. To be fhort, Apollo was pleafed to demand 
his credentials, telling him he had never yet heard of 
his name. May it pleafe your Majefty, replies his Lau- 
reatlhip, not at all abalhed with the feverity of the re- 
buke, here are my Works, which will fpeak for me. 
With that he prefented Apollo with two large vo- 
lumes in Quarto, finely bound and gilt ; and, added he. 
Who has yet trod the Englifh ftage with better grace, 
or ever afted a charafler, or written one, better t han 
your Majefty’s moft obedient fervant ? Apollo, open- 
ing the Books, found they were Plays j whereupon 
knitting his brows, I tell thee, Bard, fays he, I am fo 
furfeited with the productions of you modern Play, 
wrights, that I have ordered moft of the Plays, that 
have heen written in this laft age, to be difpofed of in 
a library adjoining to the Temple of Cloacina, at 
the foot of ParnalTus, where alone they can be of ufe 
to mankind. Befides, for me to bellow the never- 
fading crown of Poets, which Princes and conquerors 
\ ' have 
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have been ambitious of wearing, upon a Player, with* 
out fome extraordinary merit, will be degrading the 
dignity of the laurel. 

Here the Bard interrupted : But, Sir, with reve- 
rence, Laureat I am, and Laureat I muft be ; for 
the greateft Prince of the prefent age has commanded 
it to be fo: and therefore I am, with authority, chief 
Poet in his dominions. This really, rejoined Apollo; 
is like Nero’s taking the laurel by ftrength of his legi- 
ons, and crowning himlelf with it ; at the fame time 
caufing himfelf to be proclaimed, with found of trum- 
pet, the bell Poet in his dominions, let any man fay 
the contrary at his peril. Well, Mr. Laureat, pro- 
ceeds he, as great a veneration as I have for every thing 
that comes ligned by the authority of the Prince, whofe 
fervant you now write yourfelf, and whofe fanflion and 
recommendation generally have the place of law with 
-me, as being the true teftimonial of merit ; I cannot yet 
admit your claim to the laurel in my Parnaffian territo- 
-ries, without fome formal proof of your abilities, ac- 
cording to the ftatutes of thefe our poetical dominions ; 
and ’till I fee your compliments to your Sovereign, in 
return for the honour he has done you. You'have like, 
wife to pafs your examination, and the rites of inaugu- 
ration, before you can be endenizoned in the Helico- 
nian climes. 

And now I perceived an indignation to fpread and 
redden the faces of fome venerable Bards, who, one 
and all, requeued that the candidate might be exami- 
ned in the ancient writers of the Drama ; and that he 
might be required to tranflate fome paffages of the an- 
cient Poets; which, as a right line difeovers its con- 
trary, would trie the truth of his genius, and how far 
his manner of cojnpofing would bear the touch ftone of 
nature and good fence. But this examination he had the 

modefty to decline. Upon which a draught of the 

water of Hippocrene was ordered to be given him : 
which, having a fudorific quality, if the candidate had 
juft pretenfions to the poetical fpirit, would refine and 
defecate his upper parts, by an infenfible perforation, 
and prepare him for breathing the purer air of the Par- 
oaifon climate ; if the contrary, like the water of jea- 

* loufy. 
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loufy, it would work violently downward, and fhew 
its effefts in the nether regions. And this Iaft hap- 
pened to be the cafe, to the very great offence of our 
nofes; which threw the affembly into fo loud a fit of 
laughter, that it awaked

Mr. Bayivs, 

I T L rare to meet with a Preface or Dedication to 
any new book, without an inveftive againft man- 
kind for not giving a more publick encouragement 
to learning and men of wit. The general run of Au- 
thors take all opportunities of calumniating the prefent 
age beyond any that has preceded. In this, in fhort, 
confifts the whole myftery of writing. For, tho’ in 
reality genius and learning are, in a modern Author’s 
arithmetick,. but of fmalL value or confideration ; yet, 
if he cries out in an angry tone, that men of parts are 

negleftcd. 
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negle&ed, there are thoufands of charitable readers 
who are immediately for ranking him in that clafs. I 
may take upon me to affirm, chat Learning is in this 
age fo far from being difcouraged, that even the mean- 
eft pretenders to it meet with conftant protettion and 
affiftauce. 

The Authors of this Town, by a moderate reckon- 
ing, may be computed at fix thoufand : four thoufand 
that are concerned in Political Difcourfes ; one in 
Dramatick Performances ; and the other- odd thou- 
fand in petit Pieces. A formidable army to be main- 
tained by the pure benevolence of the publick 1 Disband 
half our writers, and theHellians maybe maintained 
another year without any great burthen. In the fore- 
mentioned fix thoufand, ’tis probable there may be ten 
men that have a tolerable lhare of learning : the re- 
maining 5990 confift, either of fuch as have taken up 
the trade of writing from an obfervation, that as it is 
at prefent managed, fewer abilities and lefs genius are 
required in it, than in any other profeffion ; or elfe of 
men of fortune and quality, who write for fame, and 
often, to gain the reputation of wits, lofe that of ha- 
ving common fenfe ; or elfe of beaux and lovers, who, 
to foften their obdurate miftrefies, think it neceffary 
to attack them in the harmonious ftrains of Poetry. 

Some, ’lis true, have made Poetry the daughter of 
Love : hut if this was to be admitted as a truth, then 
pvery man that was fool enough to be in love, malt be 
ft the fame time wife enough to be a Poet. Rhime, 
it mull be confefled, has often been produced by love ; 
but Rhime and Poetry are far from being fynonymous. 
If indeed the fpirit of rhiming always cmd^d with the 

f ffiop that created it, the Criticks would have np 

eat caufe of complaint'. Bi|t the misfortune of it is, 

at ’tis like thieving, when once a perfon is initiated, 

he can’t leave off, till he has committed fome crime 

.too epormous to be paffed over. From a love Song to 

.Cacm.A, many a man has been led to the writing of 

very had Play'; or, to what is hightreafon in Poetry,

A 'Play, which is one of the moll arduous tasks of 
which human wifdom is capable, requires not only the 
flrongell judgment and obfervation, but the utmod 
delicacy in the working up. Every perfon ought there- 
fore to ponder well his own abilities, before he ventures 
on fo bold an undertaking. I would ask the Author 
of The Modijh Couple, upon a fuppofition that he was 
*t the head only of fifty men. Whether he would ven- 
ture to give battle to an army of 50,000? and if he 
would, Whether all mankind would jnot judly condemn 
him for a temerarious, precipitate Hero. For my 
own part, I fee but little difference between this cafe, 
and that of a writer, who audacioufly attempts the 
moil difficult performance, without either wit or hu- 
mour, without genius or capacity, and in fhort, with- 
out being poffefTed of even one qualification neceffary to 
the accomplifhment of fo great a work. What can we 
then think of an audience, that with noife and violence 
are refolutely bent to fupport a wretched rhapfody of 
the lowefl chit-chat ? a thing, called a Comedy, without 
plot, language, or fentiments. The mod charitable 
thoughts that can furely be entertained, are either to 
pity their folly and ignorance ; or elfe to conclude, 
,that there mud be fomething worfe in their endeavours 
to impofe upon mankind, by applauding what indifpu- 
tably ought to have been condemned to the flames. A 
man that clips out of time is making the mod poig- 
nant facire againd himfelf; ’tis like laughing in compa- 
ny at no jed. How far beneath his quality does a No- 
bleman appear, when at the head of a formidable party - 
fo countenance fuch a piece ? The reproach does not : 
lye in being a friend to a bad Poet, but in patronizing " 
his Works. 

Among the Greeks and Romans, their'Captains and 
Generals were frequently men of the fined parts, im- 
proved by the mod liberal education. They were fcho- 
hts, as well as foldiers ; and could command the pen, 
as readily as the fword But the education of mod of 
out military Gentlemen is very different from theirs. 

And 
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And tho’ many of them are ingenious, and fome of 
them learned perfons ; yet they aft out of their fphere, 
if they endeavour to fecure the fuccefs even of a good 
Play, by bringing a large party into the houfe, lifted 
under them on purpofe to make a noife in its behalf. 
This conduft will naturally provoke a contrary party 
to hifs it off the ftage undefervedly. But if the Play 
be really bad, nothing can effeftually proteft it from 
the contempt, of the. audience, but a detachment of. 
the Foot-guards, ready to fire upon any perfoa who 
fhall prefume to fhew the leaft token of diflike.

penter is Deputy Bellman of the City of Hereford. 
As for Mr. Cibber, in your City, vittm gerit tile Tt~ 
nantis , which is as much as to fay, he is Dire&or of 
the Play-houfe thunder, as deputy to the ingenious 
Mr. Den ms, inventor thereof. [See The Dunciad~\ 

If you inquire into their education, ’tis well kn <wa 
the learned Mr Carpenter has read Cato, Corderius 
and jF fop's Fables ; in which he has fame advantage 
over Mr. Cibber, whofe ftudies, ’tis evident, were 
never extended beyond Stntentia Puerilts. It has 
been pretended indeed, that he was no ftranger to 
Lucan : but it mull be acknowledged, that acquaint- 
ance was contrafled by the mediauon of Mr. Rowe ; 
by whofe affiftance and recommendation Jul ius-Cae* 
'Sar fo far honoured him as to be his gueft in Egypt , 
where he gave that Hero but a fcurvy entertainment, 
almoft as bad as that wherewith he has fmce regaled 
At Gus rus. 

Mr. Cibber is a profefied Poet: fo is Mr. 'Car- 
penter ; and, with due fubmiffion I fpeak it, in my 
opinion, the better of the two ; as will appear from 
an impartial view of their refpe&ive performances on 
New year’s day. I have herewith ' lent you that of 
Mr. Carpenter in print. 

The year its Heady courfedoth conftant run ; 

No fooner ends but ’tis again begun : 

One is no fooner part, but ftill appears 
Another new ; thus years are chain’d to years ; 
Whofe fruitful feafons does for man provide. 

And all the creatures on the earth befide : 

Thus doth the year its aflive courfe maintain. 

It comes to go, and goes to come again. 

From thefe verfes you may perhaps obferve, that the 
one.Laureat has ftolen fome thoughts from the other. 
But ’-tis apparent, that our country-man was not the 
plagiary: for honeil Stephen Bryan, the Worcerter 
printer, can tellify, that Mr. Carpenter’s verfes were 

J >ublilhed, among other of his mifcellaneous works, 
or the entertainment of his. good friends againit Chrift. 
Vox,. II, X mas i 
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mas; whereas Mr. Cibber’s did not make their ap- 
pearance ’till New year’s day. 

Mr. Cibber is an Aftor; and, 1 can a/fure you, 
Mr. Carpenter has formerly made no inconfiderable 
figure among a fet of Strollers. 'It has been obferved, 
■that Players aft thofe parts beft, to which they are 
mod naturally inclined ; butto this observation the afti- 
on ofeither-of thefe Gentlemen is a direft contradifli- 
on : for 'Mr. Cibber isfaid to perform the parts of a 
Coxcomb and a Villain to the greateft perfeftion. And 
tho’ it mud be confefled, that Mr. Carpenter is no 
Tragedian ; yet he has afted the part of Scrub in the 
^Beaux Stratagem, and that of Shakesfear’s drunken 
Tinier in the Taming cf the Shrew, with general ap- 
plaufe. 

Mr. Carpenter’s occupation is that of a Shoe- 
maker ; and he does not cut out his work amifs, always 
.obferving the old rule of Ne futor ultra trepidam. Hap- 
py were it for others, if they could take the fame mea- 
lures! but, he has ever been allowed to be an excel- 
lent Tranfiator or Cobler ; and will piece on a foie with 
that exaftnefs, that the mod curious eye can fcarce 
obferve the flitches. Mr. Cibber is alio a Tranjlator 
and Cobler, but in no degree equal to his rival. He 
has tranjlated , as I am told, two pair of Corneille’s 
and Mol iere’s old fhoes, in fuch a manner as to fit 
no mortal. The Pompey , the Cid, &c. were de- 
fpifed by many of our Society, who wear none but 
fecond hand fhoes : and even the Nonjurors themfelves 
have chofen to go almoll barefoot, rather than to ap- 
pear in a pair of patch’d fhoes of Tartu ffe, or to tread 
on tjlep like him. As a Cobler, in his Comedy called 
the Fop's Fortune, he has ingrafted the former part of 
Fletcher’s Elder Brother upon an old Play, called 
the Loyal Lovers , in fo bungling a manner, that the 
Chafms are to be difcerned even with half an eye. 

As to the complexion of thefe two great men, ’tis in 
both tending toward the fubfusk ; only Mr. Cibber’s 
is the deeper copper of the two. Mr. Cibber has the 
more years; but then Mr. Carpenter has the more 
wit: and yet, wonderful to relate ! Mr. Cibber 

drinks 
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drinks fack ; while Mr. Carpenter, alas ! is doom’d 
to cyder. To conclude, in the words of the Speflator, 

Mr. Cibber has the more money, but Mr. Carpenter 
ii the taller man.

To Mr. Bavius, Secretary to the Society of Grufc- 

ftrect. 

SIR, ' 

P LAYERS are a fort of an inferior order of 
Gruleans ; or rather, (to fpeak more properly) 
as they live by the labours of feveral of your So- 
ciety, and may therefore be faid to eat their bread-, 
ought to be looked upon as their fervants. It is for 
this reafon, that I think every thing that relates to them, 
ought to be exhibited at your tribunal, and fentence 
paffed on them, as the Society fhall judge meet. 

This premifed, I beg leave by thefe to acquaint thet 
illuftrious Community, that I am an Author both in 
profe and verle ; and think I have as good pretenfions 
as any writer whatfoever, to be elefled a Member of 
the Society : as I fhall (hew, if ever I judge proper to 
Hand candidate for that honour. But this is only by 

.1 . 
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the by. My prefect bufinefs, Mr. Bavius, is this. — 
Having written a Play lately, I was very deiirous of 
bringing it upon the ftage : but, as I had no perfonal 
acquaintance with any of the Managers, I applied to a 
Gentleman, who fpoke to his friend that had. The Play 
was accordingly pat into the hands ofMr. W. and it was 
exprefly deiired of him to give his impartial opinion 
of it: for which reafon the author was to remain un- 
known to him till then. In about a fortnight’s time 
it war returned ;> but great difficulty made as to his gi- 
ving this impartial opinion. Upon which, I imagined 
of courfe, that my Play was looked upon as a very bad, 
or filly piece. ?Bur, it feems, I was very much mif- 
taken ; for the fum total of this impartial opinion a- 
mounted to this. That the Play teas a very ftnfebh per- 
farm ante , was really pretty , but not Theatrical ; Jo that 
be could not undertake to ail it on any account. 

As to the meaning of the word Theatrical, tbo’ I 
.Imapuazdecbmy.bfaufceYer fir ee to- find it out, Tam 
as far Off as ever ; and defpair aoswof coming at any 
tdleiable idea of it, unlefs/Mr. Bavius, ycu will be 

fo good as to help me in the fearch. That the want 

of this quality fhould be afiigned as a rtafon for reject- 
ing a Play, that was allowed to be a Jenfeble performance , 
and really pretty , is yet more furpriiing. Hitherto I 
have been ufed to think, (and I believe I am not An- 
gular) that if a Play was ftnjbie and prttVj, it was a 
very proper entertainment for the Town. But, it 
feems, Plays mull now be Theatrical ; and natural fenfe 
and wit, that arife (net from odd geilures in the aftor, 
or ftrained expreflions in the poet, bu ) from the fuu- 
adon in which the perfons of the Drama find them- 
fclves, and the circqmftances that occafion their ap- 
pearing, as they naturally would off the Page, are 
no longer neceffary in a Play, nor capable of plea- 
fiog the Town. ’Tis a melancholy reflexion this, 
Mr. Bavius; but when things are at the worft,'they 
null mend. 

I fh*U beg leave to lay before you my conjectures a- 
bout the meaning of the word Theatrical ; and to exa- 
mine, if the Plays we have had this winter (which I 
pielume were fo) were one whic the better in thetit- 
* feives, 
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felvei, or thought fo by the Town, for wanting wit 

and fenfe, and being theatrical. A Play may be 

called theatrical, that is written by any perfon belong* 
ing to the Theatre, or that is given to the Theatre ; 
in which cafe it becomes its property : fuch Plays are, 
Aridity fpeaking, theatrical. Of this fort was Athel- 
wold ; which, as I am inform’d, was given to the houfe: 
but I don’t find, that its being theatrical , could pre- 
vent its dying a natural death foon after its birth. — - 
A Play may lijcewife be called theatrical, that is revifed 
and corredted by any perfon belonging to the Theatre. 
Of this kind was The Modijb Couple, which, I am told, 
was lick’d into the form it now bears, and had the la ft 
touches given it, by a perfon in the management of the 
houfe, famous lately for feveral Odes, in which he ha* 
(hewn as much poetry, as judgment. The violent death 
this Play died of, after having been kept alive by a« 
violent remedies, does not fpeak mnch in favour of 
this new quality fo effential in Dramatick performances. 
— A Play that is forced upon the houfe by fuperior 
authority, may, I think, likewife be call’d theatrical \ 
as the Adlors are obliged to adopt it, and receive it, a* 
their own. The Modijb Couple had this additional de- 
gree of Theatricality. But alas ! AH this would not do, 
neither double Grenadiers, double Conftables, nor dou- 
ble Theatricality, could fave its tender life. It fell, hard 
fate ! becaufe the Town would not be impofed upon, 
nor could fee with patience the Stage reduced to a lower 
ebb than ever at Bartholomew, or Southwark Fair. 

As to the laft new piece call’d Injured Innocence , 

it run indeed fix nights ; but, as I have been informed, 
the Author was obliged to make up the deficiency of 
fome of them, the company that was there not paying 
the expence of the houfe : fo that however theatrical

and (hall only beg you would lay this before the Soci- 
ety at your firll meeting. The requeft that I have to 
make of them is only, that they would favour me with 
their fentiments upon Theatricality, how far they think it 
effential to a good Play, and whetherthe want of it be a 
plaufible reafon for rejecting one that is allowed to be 
both a ftnfible and pretty performance. My reafon for ask- 
ing this favour of you, Mr. Bavius, is this. I have fome 
thoughts of getting it in next winter at the New-houfe. 

It is poflible they may think wit and Jtnfe more effen- 
tial than Theatricality, and confequently will not rejeri 
it for that reafon. But I (hould be forry, Mr. Bavius, 
to undertake any thing of this kind without the privity 
and approbation of your Body ; for which reafon I re- 
commend myfelf to you, hoping, by your favour, to 
merit their confideration and regard.

Which Miftellaneous Traits were 
printed in 1728, under the title of Oratory Tranfaiii- 
tns. N° I. with which edition, this pretended Third 
Edition appears evidently to be the fame, retaining 
the fame typographical errors, the very fame difhnces 
between the words, &c. fo that unlefs there has been 
fb great a dema.,d for thefe Mfcellancous Trails, as to 
keep the letter ftanding above thefe four years, this 
Edition is neither a third, nor even a fecund. 

I fliall now fhew how thefe old, reviv'd, new Pieces 
anfwer the new title, given them in the Advertifements, 
Miscellaneous Tracts on various fubjeiis of H'tftory, 
Polemical Divinity, . Education , and Rhetorick The 
firft Trait contains a very confiderable piece of Hiflory ,

677. begins this paffage.

Ail thefe with ceafelefs praife bis works behold 

Z 3 . Both 
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Both Jay and night : bow often from the Jleep 63 o 
Of echoing hill or thicket have we beard 
Celeflial voices to the midnight air , 

Sole or refponfive each to others note. 

Singing their great Creator : oft in bands 
While they keep watch , or nightly rounding walk, 683 
With heavenly touch of injlrumental founds 
In full harmonic number j lin'd , their fongs 
Vivide the night, and lift our thoughts to heaven. 

In my late Edition you will find, that I have made 
no alteration in thefe verfes, except in Ver. 684 Hymn- 
ing inftead of Singing, juft to keep my hand in ufe. 
While they were under confideration, I was in a good, 
humour, and a little drowfy : but now upon a revifal 
I find them polluted with fuch monftrous faults, fuch a 
defoedation in all the parts, as could proceed from no 
body but the ignorant and pragmatical Editor, whom 
I have had fo much to do with. It will be a difficult 
task amidft this heap of rubbifh, to find out the native 
beauty, which the Author inftin&ed through it: but let 
us try what can be done. 

Ver. 677. Millions of fpiritual creatures walk the 
Earth. ] Indeed ! Millions / fo many could not walk 
together in Paradife, which the Author mult mean by 
Earth , unlefs Gods met Gods, and jo fled in the dark. 
Befides, fo many fingers would either quite deafen A- 
dam and Eve, or elie deprive them of all fleep, and 
dillraft them. Read it thereTore, as the Author gave 
it, Several. 

Spiritual creatures.] Here fpiritual, which is proper- 
ly four fyllables, is by violence contracted into two. 
Whereas Milton never makes it Iefs than three: as 
Ver. 406. Spiritual may of puref fpirits be found. 
Here Jpirit — part of the firft word, is made two fylla- 
bles ; tho’ fpirits, in the fame verfe is only one. By 
fpiritual creatures are certainly meant Angels , and fo it 
came from Milton without any affectation. 

Walk the earth-] What language is that ? Walk is 
never ufed ih a tranfitive fenfe, but a neuter ; as in 
this very paffage. Ver. 6Sj> and III. 440. 
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So on this windy fen of land , the Fiend 

Walk’d up and down alone. 

Indeed in V. 200, we read. 

Ye that in waters glide, and ye that walk 

The earth. 

But I have plainly (hewed in my Note upon that 
place, that the Author was there guilty of an ovcr- 
fight. In the place before us, read walk upon the earth v 
which is perfpicuous and intelligible : but when this 
vile Editor foilled in fpiritual creatures for Angels , he 
was forced to leave out the prepofition upon ; and fo for 
the fake of the meafure gave us nonfenfe. 

Ver. 678. Unfeen, both when we wake, and when 
me fecp.] Pray, where’s the wonder, that Adam and 
Eve (hould not fee thefe angels while they were afleep ? 
and what is it to the purpofe, that the angels were «»- 
feen ? A flight variation makes it good fenfe ; And fee. 
Think not, (ays Adam, that Heaven wants fpeflators , 
for the angels fee, whether we wake or Jleep. 

Ver. 679. And theje with ceafelefs praife his. works 
behold.'] He adds. Both day and night in the next line j 
therefore ceafelefs is fuperfluous and redundant. I per- 
fuade myfelf our Poet gave it celfefi, higheft, from the 
Latin celfus : the fenfe is unexceptionable; and who 
knows not Milton’s inclination to coin new words. 
See my Note on I. 167. 

Behold with praife\ This does not come up to the 
Poet’s ufual exaflnefs. They might behold the works 
with mental, internal praife.: here lhould be fome 
word to (hew that they exprefled their praifes. Mil- 
ton gave it extoll', as in this Book Ver. 436. But let us. 
ever praife him, and extoll His bounty. And in V. 164. 
Join all we creatures to extoll him firjl , 

Ver. 680. Both day and night.] A manifelt imitati- 
on of Virgil, nobles atque dies. 

Ibid. How often from the deep.] Steep makes a rime 
to the penultimal verfe, which is carefully to be avoid- 
ed. Better therefore from the tip', or if //^approaches 
too near to rime, it may be top. 

Yer. 681, from the ftcep Of echoing bill or thicket .] 
~ ' At’ 
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Ac firfl reading this ftrikes one, as if it was the Jhep of 
thicket {he my Note on I. 393 ) whereas a thicket ra- 
ther implies a low fituation, as IX. 1 79. Through each 
thicket dank or dry, Like a black mijl low creeping. The 
Author, who rather aims at (Irong expreflion, than 
fmooth and flowing numbers (fee Note III. 145.) 
mull have given it thus. How often from the top Of 
echoing hill , or from thicket, have we' heard : the e in 
we is cut olF in the pronunciation, as ufual before a 
vowel ; for h is no letter. See The Accidence. 

Ver. 682. Celcjlial voices to the midnight air.] The 
author is not {peaking of the air, but the time, which 
was at midnight, as Ver. 6S7. their fongs divide the 
night. Therefore it mull be here, at the midnight hour. 
He would have faid, celeflial voices juft at twelve a clock; 
but he prudently coniidered, that clocks were not then 
invented. You may fee noontide air falfly put for noon- 
tide hour again, II. 309. as I have proved in my Note 
there. 

Ver. 683. Sole or refponflve each to others note ] The 
printer here has bellowed upon the Poetabfolute non- 
fenfe : if each angel by himfelf anfwered the note of 
another; he mud Cmgfolei and there can be no place 
for the disjunctive particle or. If it was neceflary to 
keep up an oppofition, it Ihould be thus, ’Jointly' of 
refponftve each to, &c. but with the addition of but 
one Angle letter to the prefent text, the author un- 
doubtedly faid, Sole, correfponflve each to others note. 
This correfponfsve was a hard Word, which the printer 
did not underftand ; fo he left out the firll element, and 
fplit the word into two. 

Ver. 684. Singing their great Creator ] I have al- 
ready faid in my Edition, that it Ihould be Hymning', 
and fo it fhall be : but their Creator is fpurious. The 
angels did not hymn God as being their Creator, but a3 
the Creator of thofe works, which they are deferibed 
beholding. Reilore the true reading thus. Hymning 
the great Creator. I have not yet done with this fen- 
tence, tho’ 1 have nothing more to fay againft the A- 
manuenfis, Editor, or Printer about it » but it muft be 
laid to the Author’s charge, tho* he may fairly plead not 
guilty. There is a difagrceable identity of found in 

great, 
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great, and the former part of the word Creator , which 
Milton, had he not loll his eye fight, would infalli- 
bly have difcovercd. Among fcverai ways of changing 
it, this will not be found abfurd, or difagreeing from 
the Miltonian charaflcr; Hymning God the Creator : a3 
I. 369. to forfake God their Creator. 

Ver. 685. While they keep watch , or nightly rounding 
walk] Nightly is implied in the precedent phrafe. 
While they keep watch. I at find fufpefted it fliould be 
Highly ; as I have proved night to be corruptly put for 
nigh, I. 204. But when I coniider that the angelic guards 
went from the eSftern gate to the wellern point, part of 
them by the north, and part by the fouth, as deferibed 
Ver. 782. lam pofitive the Author gave it, or whihf 
half rounding walk : as Ver. 862. cohere tboje half round- 
ing guards juft met. 

Ver. 686. With heav’nly touch of inftrumental founds .] 
We have had celeftial , which is exaflly the fame, 
but four lines before Here it fhould be delicate » 
Touch of founds is vitious, and could not come from 
Milton but thus, of injlruments, with founds. 

Ver 687. In full harmonic number join'd.'] This har- 
monic is an harfh unharmonil, vs word. Our Author, 
well skilled in mufic, could not be guilty of any thing 
foabfonous, (fee my Note, IV. 47?.) It came from 
bim, And numbers full of harmony. 

Ver. 688. AndWh our thoughts to heaven.] Poor Po- 
tt, in fubjeftion to a faucy Editor, and ignorant Prin- 
ter ! Songs lifting thoughts is an incongruous metaphor ; 
it gives us the idea»of a porter lifting his burden ; it 
could not come fo from Mi lton. We have no way 
to retrieve his own word, as no manufeript exirts, but 
by fagacity and happy conje&ure. Among other words 
that offer themfelves, waft, or blow our thoughts may 
be proper for fangs, which are made of air ; but I 
am perfuaded the Author gave it wing: as III. 87. 
tie wings bis way. Not far off heaven . 

Thus at length I have got through this trafh, this, 
fluff, this outrageous nonlenfe ; which yet has been 
feprefented as a celebrated paffsge. (See alfo my Note 
p- 59 ° ) I flatter myfelf, that I have reftored the 
Poet’s own words ; and that all good judges will allow

S I R, 

N otwithstanding the refiea- 

ions, which a late writer hath malicioufly caft 
011 ttie laudable praftice of going to Church, I am in- 
formed, by very good Phyficians, that his theory of 
the piles is falfe ; and that there is no more, (if fo much) 
danger of getting that diftemper at Church, than at a 
Phy.houfe, efpecially if foft primitive velvet cufliions 
can be had to fit upon : therefore people may venture 
to join in our communion, without endangering their 
bodily healths, contrary to the opinion of the Author I 
have in view. 

I confefs indeed, fome regulations may be neceflary 
for quieting the tender confciences of thofe DifTenters 
paffing under no denomination, (which are far the 
greater number of DifTenters) and for inducing them 
°nce in a week, at leaft, to increafe our congregations. 
And I am in great hopes, this heavenly work is in good 
forvvardnefs ; fince, as a former correfpondent of yours 
hath obferved, the ufe of LiUobolero , Jumping Joan y 
and many other entertaining tunes, is moft reai'onably 

permitted. I am heartily glad this work is begun. 

Tis every honeft man’s duty, with his utmoft en- 
deavours to promote it : and therefore ’tis, that I give 
you this trouble, humbly propofing, that between the 
fervices on Sundays and Holy-days, we may be enter- 
tained with fome elaborate performances; fomedmesa 
n«w minuet, fometimes a rigadoon, but above all, a 

reviving 
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reviving jig after the fermon. The inftrument now 
ufed, I think, is an Organ, and fometimes we meet 
with a Balloon : but why are w« reftrained from the 
Violin, Hautboy, Trumpet, French-horn, Flute, or 
any other pleafing Infttumcnt? For roy p af t> I * ee 
no realon, why the Gom Gom of the Hottentots , or 
their Pot Drums, may not for variety be introduced. 
Pray, what divinity is there in an Organ, more than^in 
any other inti rumen t ? none that I can perceive : tho’ it 
will be well, if this peculiar honour done to the Organ 
doth not lead vulgar minds into fome ftrange fuperfti- 
tious notions about it : whereas it is a modern mufic 
when compared with fome others. For 

- — long ago , 

E'er heaving bellows team'd to blow , 

While organs yet were mute ; 

T imotheus, with his breathing flute , 

And founding lyre , 

Could ftvell the foul to rage, or kindle foft defire. 

Dry den’s Ode on S. Csecilia’s day. 

Not but that Organs have been of ancient Handing in 
the Church : as, to look no farther, we may find in 
Dan Chaucer’s fecond Nonne's Tate, where we are 
informed, that the heavenly maid Saintt Cecily fang in 
her herte. 

Whiles that the Organs made melodie. 

But what I argue for, is the liberty of taking other 
mufical inftruments into the Church, if it fo liketh us. 
Right womanly, I trow , did Peg withfain her brother 
John, who tofore bad taunted her with founding at the 
found of an Organ y and right merrily dauncing to Bag- 
pipes. ‘ What is that to thee, Gundy Guts ? ’ jfd Peg : 
‘ every body is to cbufe their own mufick.' I think, Mr. 
Bavius, this depriving us of other melodious inftru- 
ments is a very great impofuion on Chriftian confci* 
ences ; and I am perfuaded the Aft of Toleration lofes 
half the benefits, by wanting a claufe for the free and 
unreftrained exercice of the Elute, Harp, Sackbut, PJ al- 
ter y, Dulcimer, and all other kinds of mufic. But in- 
deed, were the inftruments never fo various, and the 

hands 
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hands never fo fine, it will avail but little towards the 
accomplifliment of this great end, fo long as a bawling 
Clerk,and an unskilful boorifh congregation of hoarfe me- 
chanics, are permitted to drown mufic’s fweet charms 
with the odious fluff of Sternhold and Hopkins. I 
would therefore further propofe, that we may have no 
vocal mafic in Churches, unlefs Italian Eunuchs might 
be imported for that purpofe; and one, or more, placed 
in every parifli to fing a favourite fong from fome of 
our beft Operas. ’Till this can be effefted, which I 
hope the elegant Mr. Heydegcer in time will have in- 
tereft enough to do i I would have, by way of inter- 
lude, a minuet or rigadoon in London, York, and all 
other Cities i and a jig, or a horn-pipe in all other pa- 
rities, danced by fome proper perfons in the broad 
fpaces, which may be confiderably inlarged for that pur- 
pofe. Nor is this to be accounted an unreafonable or 
irreligious propofal, fince we know David often danced 
out of a fpirit of devotion ; and has more than once 
direfled us, not only to fing, but to dance out our 
thankfgivings. I am very certain, that if my method be 
complied with, a great many people will be brought to 
hear divine fervice, upon the profpeft of feeing it at the 
fame time; who at prefent don’t know what the infidc 
of a Church is like : and led bafhfulnefs fhould be 
J uy obftruttion to their reformation, I fancy it may be 
neceflary to allow people of quality to come in maf- 
^uerade. 

I agree with moft other cuftoms of the Church, as 
h is now eftablifhed: but the Sermon, I think, fhould be 
in the manner of that very reverend Divine, Mr. 
Henly. The Prayers may be, as they now are: for 
you know no-body of falhion hath leifure to attend 
‘hem. Whilft they are reading, we Gentlemen are 
difplaying our fnuff boxes, rings, Sec. and the Ladies are 
employed in adjufting their drefles. Both fexes require 
no fmall part of that time for paying and receiving reci- 
procal compliments, enquiring after abfent acquaintance, 
relating their fortunes the night before at Quadrille, 
appointing new meetings, and twenty other fuch necef- 
fery amufements. 

Vou. II. A a I know 
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I know very great attempts hav^ been made to take 
away from us this freedom, as well as that of coming 
into and going out of the Church, at our p’eafure; on 
pretence of its hindering welt difpofed people from 

purfuing their devotions. Poor filly creatures ! if 

they were to have their ways, I fuppofe, we mull not 
be allowed to go to above one Church in a morning; 
whereas, with good management, we may now pay 
yifitsto four or five before dinner, befides fhort com- 
plimentsto the Chapels and Tabernacles that are in our 
ways; and, if occaiion be, to two or three Meeting- 

Others, equally impertinent, would have u& in our 
devotions turn all our faces one way, forfooth, towards 
the Eaji I trow ; bccaufe, fay they, it makes a congre- 
gation feem uniform and decent. Good Mr. Bavi- 

ns, what will this world come to ? This is hanging out 

Popijh colours with a vengeance. Uniform quotha ! 

Why Uniformity, Sir, is downright Popery and Jnco‘ 
bitijm , the very image of the lcarlet whore, and of 
Antichrift.- And I appealto the Ladies, thebeft judges of 
decency, whether it be decent for Gentlemen to turn 
their moft dilhonourable and uncomely parts tovyards the 
moft honourable and comely part of the creation ? — - 
Was this projedl to take place, I believe the Vicar of 
S. N. might preach to a very uniform congregation: 
for none, 1 dare fay, would there be in his Church, but 
a pack of poor filly enthufiallic tradefmen and mechanics, 
as uniform in their education, as in their rank and qua- 
lity. For can it be expedled, that we, who know better, 
will be deprived of the pleafure of paying our cuftomary 
addreffes to the Fair, to pleafe an empty-headed Vicar ? 
Do you think we will refi^n ogling, dumb fliews, and 
figns, for the fake of introducing Uniformity ? No, no, 
Mr. Bavius, no other Uniformity for me, than fuch as is 
produced according to the Italian Proverb. Un difordine 

fa un ordine. - — Thanks to our ftars, I am not the 

only advocate for liberty in this cafe : we have a better 
'judge of decency and uniformity, on our fide, than 
is this forementioned Vicar; and, what I moil ad- 
mire at, one of the fame ctyth. I am fure, was the 
mitre in my tzift, that excellent man ihould no longer 

fubfift 
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fubfift upon tythe eggs and apples. But enough 

this at the prefent 

And now I fuppofe, the grave dull fots of the na- 
tion will fay, that I am no friend to the Church ; that 
I am for altering ’till nothing is left, and for pulling 
down every thing that is facred ; will call me heathen, 
rake, &c. alledging that the ajfembling ourfelvts toge . 
ther in Churches, is for lpifitual improvement, and not 
for fenlual recreation ; that our minds fhould there be 
intent on our devotions, which fhould be folemn and 
Heady ; and fo in fhort make religion to be neglefted 
by all Belles and Beaux. Whereas thay dont confider, 
A Man may lo'e the Kirk , well enow, and not ride o' the 
Aggen o't. We may be good church-men, without be- 
ipg enthufiails. And, I am certain, if the divines will 
pome into my fch me, their Churches will be filled 
with the moft polite people, and their aflemblies be ac- 
counted as entertaining and genteel, as any others, not 
excepting even Mafquerades and Operas.

T H E following T reatife, occafioned by a report 
that the Tythe - bill would be revived this 
A a 2 SeffiOns, 
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Seflions, was feint' from an unknown perfon, by the 
poft, to our Book-feller, who foon communicated it to 
the Society. When it had been read, a very great ma- 
jority declared for its publication : which, it is hoped, 
will intirely clear us of an afperfion, as if we were fa- 
vourers of Prieft-craft ; an afperfion caft upon us by 
fome of our renegado Members, vexed at the ill recep- 
tion the world gives their daily or weekly Lucubrations, 
and inflamed with envy at the great fuccefs of ours. 

His Worship holding the ParsonV Tytbe-pig by the tail : 
or Five Arguments tncjl humbly offered to the Public, 
and more particularly addreffed to many Members of the 
Honourable Houfe of Commons } Jetting forth, and jhezo- 
ing the great reafon there is for pafftng the Tythe-bi/l 
(as it is commonly called ) which was brought before the 
Parliament the la/l Seffons, tbo % unfortunately not order- 
ed a fecond reading. 

Couteous Reader, 

I LOOK upon it as one of the chief caufes of the de- 
cay of primitive Chriftianity, that there is any fet 
of men particularly appointed to attend upon the 
affairs of religion. We fhould certainly do much bet- 
ter without them, than with them ; and be able to find 
a way to make their revenues more ferviceable to the 
good of the nation, and turn to a much better account 
than they do at prefent. If religion is a perfonal thing 
between God and a man’s own confcience, (as without 
'all' doubt it muff be) it then follows from the reafon and 
nature of things, and is demonflratively proved by the 
Independent Whig , that there cannot be thejeaft occa- 
fion for a Parson ; and that every man ought to be a 
fpiritual guide unto himfelf : for which the country-men 
and day-labourers of England feem at prefent to be ex- 
tremely well qualified, they being molt of them able, as 
I have been credibly informed, to read Englifh. 

As for the Clergy, it mull be acknowledged, that 
they have hitherto tolerably weH maintained their 
ground. But how have they maintained it ? or why 
have they been able to maintain it ? Why, not by their 
ewn great learning and abilities > not by the cxemplaxi- 

nefs 
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nefs of their lives, or the prudence of their behaviour ; 
but by a conftant fatal mifmanagement in the worthy 
Gentlemen who have oppofed them : who, by laying 
their arguments in too loofe, indigefted, and incoherent 
a way, and by being more intent upon expofing the 
follies, weaknefies, or wickednefies of particular per. 
fons, than upon the grand point of ffiowing the ufeleff- 
nefs of the Order itfelf, have ever given the foberer, 
and more rational part of the Clergy fome room for ac- 
clamation and triumph. I muft fay for my prerent per- 
formance, (and I hope that it will not be thought to 
have theleaft tendency cowards vanity) that I have care- 
fully avoided this method. I argue clofe ; I keep to the 
point; and do not let my reader lofe fight of the fub- 
je£l, as is commonly done by moll writers : and tho’ 

I have purpofely infilled only upon five arguments, 
when I could very well have produced treble the num- 
ber; yet, I hope, thefe five are fo well managed, and 
fet in fo clear a light, that the Reverends, and the 
Right Reverends , will find themfelves held to hard diet, 
and have a very troublefome and difficult bone to pick. 

Fare thee well, live, and grow wifer. 

B E F O RE I proceed to lay my arguments for 
paffing the Tythe-bill before my reader, I muft 
beg leave, by way of Introduftion, to premife, and very 
folemnly to aflure him, that I have fet myfelf with the 
utmoft impartiality, and without the lead bias on my , 
mind of intereft, prejudice, or paffion, to examine the 
fubjeft. I can fafely fay, that I have not, nay that I 
never had, any private quarrel, or mifunderllanding, 
with any Clergyman whatfoever; but on the contrary, 
have lived, and do even now live with many of them, 
in a very great freedom and familiarity; and have no 
poffible objeftion againft very many among them, as to 
their manners, or their morals, or indeed, in any other 
refpeft, than as they wear the gown and caffock. 

As to my being prejudiced againft them : it may ra- 
ther, and with a greater Ihew of reafoning, be obje£ted 
by a Lay-man, that I am prejudiced for them ; becaufe 
in faft I was bred up a member of the Church of Eng- 
land, and ftill continue to profefs myfelf a member of 

in 
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it; and am not alhamed of confcifing, that if we mull 
have a Church (for which I hope no one will think me 
ignorant enough to believe that there is any occafion) 
I, really and driXly (peaking, confider the Church of 
England as the bed conilituted, and the freell from pe- 
dantry, morofenefs, and fuperllition, of any Church in 
the whole world. 

And ladly, as to my being intereded in the affair, 
this can furely only be urged by thofe, who are not ac- 
quainted with me, or my circumdances. For I here 
proted, and I can, if there is the leail fcruple remain- 
ing, bring fufficient evidence to the truth of what I 
fay, that I do not pay tythe fora Angle foot of land in 
his Majcfly’s whole dominions; that little fortune that 
I have confiding chiefly in money, together with two 
or three copperas works, for which there was never any 
thing demanded, or fo much as pretended to be de- 
manded, by the neighbouring Minider. 

I fay thus much, to obviate any unjud reflexions, or 
loud-mouthed clamours, which may very probably come 
from the Clergy quarter, on account of my not being a 
competent judge, and writing with partiality on the 
fubjeX : and I likewife fay it, to difpofe the Laity to 
attend to the following Arguments (which, by the way, 
ought to be in every one of their hands, from the high, 
ed to the lowed) with the lame candour and difinte- 
redednefs, with which they were at iirfi driwn up, and 
are now fentinto the world by me. 

And Firfi, let me take notice, that the palling of this 
Bill would, in a great meafure, tend to ieffen the exor- 
bitant incomes, and overgrown revenues of the rural 
Clergy ; who are generally obferved, by thofe who are 
acquaintedwith their lad Wills and Tedaments (and par- 
ticularly by the very learned and facetious Author of a 
late London journal ) to die imtnenfely rich, and to 
leave vad fortunes to their daughters. Taking the li- 
vings of England at a medium, I dare fay, that they will 
even amount to near fourfcore and ten pounds a 
year ; and I am not ignorant, that fome perfons will 
pretend to carry the computation higher. And whe- 
ther this is not an extravagant allowance for only get- 
ting up in the pulpit once a week, and reading an old 

fertnon . 
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fermon, when many an honeftman labours in his law- 
ful vocation of hedging, or mud-wall-making the whole 
year, for the fourth part of the income, I mull leave 
to the confederation of every rational and underflanding 
Englifh-man. 

A Second Reafon for palling this Bill is, that it would 
make pork and bacon plentiful (which, by the way, 
may be looked on as the ftaple diet of the nation) and 
of confequence it would render labour cheap, and fave 
the government a vaft deal of money in viftualling out 
their fleet, the next time they are obliged to make an 
expedition at fuch a great diftance from us as Spithead. 
’Tis no fecret to the whole nation, and even in the 
mouth of every apprentice, provided he has any right 
turn to ingenuity and free-thinking, that the Clergy are 
great lovers of roafting pigs. Now, upon a very mode- 
rate computation, and not to carry the thing higher than 
it will well bear, fuppofing that there are ten thoufand 
Clergy-men in England (I exclude the London Rea- 
ders, and country Curates, becaufe they are Jewilhly 
inclined, and have moll of them fcruples of confcience 
againft this fort of diet, unlefs at a Chriftening ; ) and 
allowing to every Clergy-man three roafting pigs, 
(which is as low as we can put it; without all doubt 
many of the dignified Clergy eat five or fix ;) and far- 
ther fuppofing, that two parts in three of thefe pigs are 
lows (and we cannot well imagine, that there fhould be 
fewer females, fince thefe are generally made choice of 
hy the tyther, as beft agreeing with the Parfon’s li- 
fluorifh tooth,) and allowing that thefe fow pigs would, 
°ne with another, if not killed young, have five more at 
a litter, and two litters in a year, (which is a very rea- 
fonable reckoning ;) why then it follows, that the Cler- 
gy are the caufe of leflening the flock of pigs yearly in 
the nation to the amount of two hundred thouland, be- 
sides the ten thoufand boar pigs, and befides what they 
devour of brawn, hams, and flitch-bacon. And whe- 
ther this is not an infupportable charge upon our coun- 
try, and the great caufe of the decay of our trade, will 

oe well worth my worthy friend Mr. H — ’s in- 

larging upon, the next time he makes another polite 
'pcech before the honourable Diredlors of the South- fea 
Company. A 
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A Third Reafon for palling the Bill againft the Cler- 
gy is, that they are very confiderable lefieners of the 
King’s revenues, by being a conilant clog upon the con- 
fumption of our own home commodities, and by their 
over and officious impertinence in preaching againft ttiat 
Jollity ar.d good fellowfhip, which are fo well known 
to augment his Majelly’s duties upon mum, cyder, 
perry, ale, brandy, and that reviving liquor, common- 
ly diflinguilhcd by the name of Gin. Not but that, 
to do the Clergy juftice, there are many among them 
very good commonwealths-men in thefe refpefts : and 
1 believe (was there any occafion for it, and would the 
good deeds of fome of them make amends for the faults 
of others) proper vouchers might be produced of fotne 
hundreds among them, who are very pains-taking gen- 
tlemen s and who almoft every night of their lives give 
demonftrative proofs of their firm and inviolable attach- 
ment to the true intereft of their King and country on 
the former account. But fome hundreds are very in- 
confiderable, when wefpeak of the bulk of the Clergy; 
who are well known both to preach up, and to praftife 
fuch unprofitable commodities, as temperance and fo- 
briety ; and to talk a deal of idle Huff againft many of 
the focial virtues, fuch as profulenefs and prodigality ; 
and impertinently to bufy themfelves, and to make a 
mighty ftir againft the ere&ing of ale-houfes, and bran- 
dy-fhops. And of conlequencc, (J infill upon it as the 
jufteft reafoning, and which may be made out beyond 
contradiction) they are direCl enemies (for I cannot 
well ufe a milder term) to their King and country, by 
annually finking the taxes: and their conduCl very vifi- 
bly and plainly aftefis the landed intereft (which is a 
good hint by the by to make the Country Squires look 
about them) by lowering the price of barley. 

A Fourth Argument for palling the Bill, and which 
indeed is of full as much importance as any of the for- 
mer, is, that the Clergy are conilant and unwearied e- 
nemies to all regularity, order, and good government 
in every Society. I don’t mean by this to charge them 
with being in a foreign intereft, or toinfinuate as if they 
had any defigns direClly againft his Majefty King George 
(no, the fellows are devililh cunning, and love the Pro- 

teftant 
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tellarit teligion too well for this) but what I mean is> 
that they are for evef diflurbing his Majefty’s Country 
Juftices of the ’peace in the execution of their office ; 
impudently making parties in their fevera] parifhes a- 
gainft them ; and drawing in all the poor, honed, fober, 
and moil induftiio'us part of the neighbours to go to 
Church, and fide with them againft the Juftice. — What 
a goodly and pleafant thing would it be, and how 
ntit would it approach to the original ftandard of go- 
vernment, to fee the Country Squires of Great Britain 
(whoare generally men of great humanity and good 
breeding, of found morals, and unqueftionable learn- 
ing) ailing vvithout the lead controul or moleftation in 
every one of their parifhes ! — fending one man to goal 
for not (landing ftill while his Worfhip was fo kind as 
to beat him ; — another to the flocks for fwearing be- 
canfe his Worfhip condcfcended to be a little too fami- 
liar with the fellow’s wife; — ordering a writ of ejeil-' 
oetit againfl a third, for not breeding up a couple of 
young hounds for his Worfliip’s recreation ; — and align- 
ing a fourth to the whipping-poft, for faucinefs and ill 
language, when his Worfhip did him the honour of ri- 
ding over his corn, and breaking his hedges I fay, 

what a goodly thing would it be, to behold all this ; and 
to fee the eaftern polite method of governing by Ba- 
fhaws, take place in our weflern part of the world ! 
And this in faft would be the cafe in mod parifhes, as 
it is already in fome, did not thofe forward fellows the 
Parfons thrufl themfelves into other perfons affairs, and 
often impudently take upon them to underfland fome of 
the laws of the land, in oppofition to his Worfhip's 
way of explaining them ; and did they not prate a deal 
of idle fluff about reafon, juflice, and equity ; and . make 
a horrid noife and pother about oppreffion, violence 
and grinding the faces of the poor, to the no fmall ob. 
ilruflion of their Worfliips laudable proceedings. 

Befidcs, thefe fellows, more ways than one, difturb 
the peace of the Society ; — they will not fuffer their 
Worfhips to deep in peace at Church; — they will not 
let them kifs their tenants daughters in peace ;— they 
will not let them get drunk, and play at cards on a fun 
day in peace ; — and, to add to all their other offences 

th

they will often even have the confummate impudence 
to apply to the Court of Exchequer for the tythes of 
his Worfhip’s eftate ; when his Worfhip, out of his bet- 
ter judgment, and from his great knowledge in the law, 
thinks fit to detain them. And when all thefe things 
are weighed together, they are furely fufficient to en- 
gage all their Worihips to ufe their utmoft intereft with 
their representatives, that this Bill may pafs. 

The laft Argument which I ihall make ufe of,, for 
palling this Bill againft the Clergy, is this. That notwith- 
itanding all their loud talk about abltinence, mortifi- 
cation, and felf-denial, yet upon a ftrift examination, 
and upon confulting the bell authorities, we cannot but 
be perfuaded, that they eat and drink ; that they fleep, 
they fmoke, they wear Ihirts, and lye in Iheets; that 
they marry wives, live in houfes, get children, and do 
all the offices of life, after the fame manner that Lay- 
men do them. I have been very credibly informed, 
nay I make not the leaft doubt of the truth of it (becaufe, 
as Bilhop Burnet well obferves, I had it from a perfon 
of undoubted reputation, who allured me, that he had 
it from one, who bad it from a very confiderable La- 
dy’s woman’s midwife, who had it from the Gentlewo- 
man’s own mouth, who affirmed,) ‘ that once at a chrift- 

* ening dinner Ihe faw the Parfon of the parilh eat a very 
‘ large flice of roaft beef, two cuts of a marrow pud- 

* ding, a confiderable deal of the breaft of a turkey, and 

* after all, concluded with a mince-pie.’ Now if 

this account be true (and there is not the leaft room to 
call it in queftion,) pray, how can any one, after this, 
have the face to fay one word for the Parfons ; or fo 
much as pretend to offer any thing in defence of a body 
of men, who are fuch an intolerable and infuppor'.able 
charge upon a trading nation ? Shall we not all imme- 
diately give our votes, that their houfes fliould be pull, 
ed down, and their parfonages applied to the relief of the 
Sinking Fund ? — That the fellows themfelves fliould 
be fent fortwith to the Plantations, and their wives and 

and children be provided for in work-houfes ; that 

every mailer of a family fhould be obliged to Supply 

the place of a Parfon under his own roof ; and that 

in cafe his Worihip fliould not have a facility in reading 

Eng- 
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Englifli, he fliould hive a toleration to provide himfel^ 
with an able huntfman who hath been brought up to 
learning, and is qualified to fupply his place. — Tho’ 
this way of proceeding with them feems extremely e- 
quitable, and not one bit or jot beyond what the far- 
fons very richly deferve, yet I muft moll humbly beg 
leave to diffent from it; and this (I allure you) not 
out of the leaft love or kindnels to the Parfons, or any 
tendernefs towards their wives and children, but be- 
caule I think that there is a method full as effectual to 
undo them, and which will anfwer the end full as well, 
and at the fame time make lefs noife in the world, and 
give lefs offence to very many filly and well-difpofed 
ChrilHans; (who, by the way, cannot at once get o- 
ver the prejudices of their youth, and lofe all regard 
for a fet of men, who have inftru&ed them in the 
faith of that Saviour, from whom they expedl eternal 
happinefs) and the method is this, to ftarve them by 
degrees, and to let them die inch by inch. Let the 
Tythe-bill.pafs, fay I ; — let the whole onus probandi in 
recovering of tythes lye upon the country Vicars ; 
— let them not be able to get a few of his Worfhip’s 
apples to make pies for their children, or a little milk 
to make them a pudding, without being at forty pounds 
charge ; — let their Worfhips not only teaxe, and wor- 
ry them themfelves, but let them likewife fet on all the 
purfe-proud farmers jn their feveral parifhes to do the 
lame thing; — let their Worfhips make new, improve- 
ments, and not pay the leaft confideration for them, 
becaufe there was never any thing payed before; — and 
let the patrons of livings take effeflual care to make 
confiderable refervations of the glebe lands, when they 
lye contiguous to their own eftates; — let the capital 
farm in his Worfhip’s manor be exempted from all de- 
mands, on pretence of having belonged to fome Abbey ; 
and let the poor Vicar be once oppreffed and overborne 
by a powerful adverfary ; and a law be immediately 
trumped up, that hif fucceffors fhould acqu'iefce, and 
patiently and contentedly bear the opprefiion for ever 
after it. — I fay, let the Tythe bill pafs, and let thefe 
methods be regularly and conftantly followed for one 
twenty ®r thirty years ; and. I make not the leaft doubt 
Vot. II. B b (provided 
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(provided no extraordinary thing happen) but tie 
••Clergy will be as poor, as miferable, as contemptible, 
and as (incapable of doing any good in a Society, and 
of interrupting the xepofe of our country Squires, as 
their greateft enemies could wifh them. 

And laftly, let me farther add, that when the Tytbe- 
bill is palled, and another Bill, full as reafonable, rela- 
ting to the game, (and brought upon the ftage at the 
fame time with the other) by which the whole mono- 

S ily of woodcocks was to be afcertained to their Wor- 
ips and their heirs male ; and no perfons, (under a 
fevere penalty) beGdes the country Squires and their 
eldeft fons, impowcred to lay fpringes for them for the 
future ; — I fay, let this Bill pafs, as well as the other 
Bill, and let not only moft of the Paxfons be debarred 
•from that heinous and unpardonable crime of killing a 
hare, but alfo the greateft part of the Attorneys, the 
>Counfelk)rs, the Phyficians, the Surgeons, the wealthy 
Tradefmen, the Merchants, and his Maje Ay’s Officers 
in the army ; and I dare promife my country-men glori- 
ous times, and that hounds and horfes, huntfmen and 
grooms, fetters and fpaniels, hares and partridges, wood- 
cocks, wild ducks, and widgin, foxes, badgers, and 
country Squires, would bear an unlimited and uncon- 
trollable fway, to the eternal praife and honour of Old 
England. 

Postscript. 

Before I could perfuade myfelf to fend this perform- 
ance abroad in the world, which I am very fenfible 
mu ft raife up a terrible fpirit among the Clergy, I pre- 
vailed with a friend (under the llridfeft fecrecy) to fhow 
it in manufcript to lome neighbours, whom he looked 
upon to have the beft judgments ; and who would can- 
didly and impartially deliver to him their fenfe of the 
thing » and what reception they thought it would meet 
with from the Laity, for whofe fake it was folely writ- 
ten. 

The firft perfon hi confulted was a very near neigh- 
bour to him, a gentleman farmer 1 who immediately 
declared, that he never read any thing fo good in his 
-whole life; 4 By golly, fays he, h’as maul’d the Par- 
ibas;’ 
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1 ions and then called oar, with the utmoft tranfport 
to his wife, * Nanny, (ays he, 'sbud we have now 
‘ got the right pig by the ear ^be fureyou don’t let the 
‘ fpotted fow go to brim before you know whether the 
‘ Tythe-bill will pafs.’ 

The next he advifed with was one of his Majefty’s 
Juftices of the Quorum, and indeed a very able and 
learned man he was ; and hisWorihip was fo good to fay 
fo many kind things, and to exprefs himfelf fo much to 
the advantage of the author, that he cannot but think 
himfelf (out of modcfty) obliged to conceal the whole 
difcourfe. 

The lall perfon consulted was a very eminent and 
judicious free thinker, who feemed, as my friend told 
me, not to read the thing with the leaft pleafure, or a- 
ny fign of joy on his countenance : but after having 
gpne over it twice, and made fome marks with his pen* 
c |li he, in a very grave and foleran manner, delivered 
him the paper, ana expreffed himfelf, as near as I can 
remember, in thefe words : ... ■ » Here, fays he, give 
| my humble fervice to the worthy author, and thank 
him from me, in the behalf cf all the Free thinkers 

1 of England.’ And then he added, * Take my 

' word, fays he, the thing will do j the right method- 
‘ of overturning religion, is firft to begin with the 
‘ Clergy : let us once get well rid of thefe fellows, and 
1 I make not the leaft queftion, but that all the abfurd 
' doctrines about good and evil, about a refurreftion, 

1 and a future judgment, hell and heaven, God and

But 
neither Pie, nor his Colleigues are obliged to defend 
any Papers which come from other hands, unlefs they 
have exprefsly declared them to be agreeable to their 
own fentiments. In all other cafes, we are to be look- 
ed upon as merely publilhers ; and, as fuch, we have 
frequently affured the public, that any pcrfon who 
thinks himfelf injurioufly attacqued in this Journal , 
fhall have free liberty of defending himfelf in the fame » 
than which offer we can not imagine any thing fairer 
and more impartial.

Hint and Phila- 
lethes, who perhaps are likewife two different per- 
fons, a Player and a Poet ; of both whom either Letter 
is perhaps the joint compofition : and we don’t doubt, 
that we /hall make it evident to the world, before we 
have done with them, that, in the way of literature, 
the one is fit only fora Catfdle-fnuffer to our Society, 
and the other for a Porter to carry about our Lucu- 
brations.
